AN APPEAL. 


The Spitalfields “ People’s” Great Synagogue, accommodating one thousand 
worshippers and open to the working classes through the day and in the evening for 
Divine Service and Religious Study, and the annexed Talmud Torah, which educates 
in Hebrew and Religion eight hundred of the poorest children, are now advertised 
for sale by the Mortgagees. 

These Institutions, originally a dilapidated chapel and mission hall, were con- 
verted into their present use fourteen years ago, and have, during this period, been 
maintained at a yearly expenditure of over £1,/00, chiefly through the efforts of poor, 
struggling residents in East London. 

But. owing to the general and well-known depression of trade, especially in East 
London, the Synagogue and Talmud Torah have been unable to pay the liabilities on 
the mortgage of £3.000, being the balance of debt due on both these Institutions, and, 
in consequence, the building is now publicly offered for sale. 

The Mortgagees realising the straitened circumstances of the congregation, have 
agreed to accept the sum of £1,000 in full settlement of the debt, and £500 more would 
be required to put the building in proper repair. It is for this sum of £1,500, to 
prevent the threatened closing of these institutions, that our Committee now appeals 
to the generous Jewish public. 

These institutions have for the last fourteen years supplied a long-felt want in 
East London. They have served as a centre of Religious, Educational, Charitable 
and Social work in the life of East End Jewry. By the sale of these premises, 
hundreds of worshippers will be deprived of the advantages of daily and hourly 
communion. and eight hundred poor and orphaned children will lose the oppor- 
tunity of such Hebrew and religious education as is desired by the parents in this 
neighbourhood and highly appreciated by those who are competent to judge. The 
Chief Rabbi, the Dayonim, the Rev. Avigdor Chaikin, Rabbi of the Federation, and 
other educational experts, have visited the Talmud Torah and expressed their 
sympathy with the thorough and conscientious work carried on in these classes. 

* ‘This Talmud Torah, through its advanced teaching, especially of the Talmud, 
has also been mainly responsible for the establishment of the “Jeshivah,” a higher 
grade Hebrew school, to which it is acting as a constant feeder. 

This Synagogue and Talmud Torah are the only Institutions of their. kind in 
East London, their main ideals being the preservation of the old form of Religious 
worship and of Talmudic Study, 

Constituted as this Synagogue and Talmud Torah are, it would be absolutely 
impossible to merge them into any of the existing Institutions, and the closing of 
this centre of Religious and Educational activity would mean to its frequenters and 
sympathisers a disaster comparable to the ruin of a home or the destruction of a Temple,

religious head of an important community. Unerring urbanity, keen and 
ready wit, generous consideration for others, a broad-minded regard for 
opinions from which he differed, profound learning and a vigorous appetite 
for knowledge are characteristics that entitle Dr. ADLER to no small 
place in the Rabbinic galaxy of Israel. 

Dr. ADLER entered the office he holds under circumstances of sufficient 
trial. Succeeding his father, to whom he had for some years acted as 
deputy, the jealousy that gave loud hints of nepotism was not absent. Yet 
looking back over the years that have intervened, what better choice 
could the late Culer RABBI have made to relieve the burden of his old age ? 
What better material was there at his disposal for designating.to the 
community the one who should succeed him? Into what better hands 
could the community have placed the solemn charge of the Rabbinate ? As 
he was inevitable then, so he is indispensable now. We confess we look 
with great anxiety at the prospect—may Heaven graciously long delay it 
—when the hands which grasp the communal rudder must perforce 
relinquish it. 

Perhaps here, there is one matter in which it would be well that Dr. 
ADLER should, ere this, have given to the community the benefit of his 
matchless experience and mature judgment. The Chief Rabbinate is an 
office of singular difficulty, requiring not alone peculiar powers, but 


considerable training. He himself must assuredly recognise that 
some at least of his success as our religious chief is due to 
the apprenticeship he had under the able, loving and ripe 


guidance of hisfather. Ought not Dr. ADLER to have suggested someone 
who should be placed in training so as to render him capable of worthily and 
adequately carrying on the great traditions of Chief Rabbi which he 
inherited, and which he has done not a little to enhance? There are 
many considerations which have pointed to this necessity and which in 
detail there is no object to be served in setting forth at this moment,

contrast, we report the proceedings of a Jewish con- 
Germany. ference in Germany. In this ease five hundred congrega- 


tions sent representatives to the conference. The debate, 
we are told, was sustained at a high level, the reason being—Board of 
Deputies please mark !—that there was an agenda, and that this document 
was an important one. In the course of the present session of Parliament 
we have seen the Government going to Germany for ideas on the subject 
of social reform. The Jews in England, it would seem, may also, with 
advantage, seek in Germany for lessons in communal organisation and 
enthusiasm. The conference was called upon to consider a new scheme 
for the organisation of German Jewry. The spectacle of five hundred 
congregations uniting for comprehensive Jewish purposes is one which we, 
with our United Synagogue and Federation of Synagogues in London, and 
our provincial synagogues disconnected from London and from one another, 
might do well to take toheart. The conference, we observe, discussed 
the status of the Rabbis-a vexed question in this country, too, 
though no conference hitherto has ever considered it. One of 
that Kabbis should be 
appointed for life. In practice, of course, this is what is 
done in this country. Some two years ago the Berlin community 
dismissed Rabbi Emil Cohn on account of his Zionist opinions. If the new 
proposal should prevent the repetition of so flagrant a piece of intolerance 
it would be heartily welcome. The object of the new scheme of organisa- 
tion is to raise the status of the Jewish communities and the Jewish clergy 
in the eyes of the country. In that purpose we wish our German brethren 
Godspeed. 


We observe, with a good deal of regret, that a 
number of Jews in Dublin have thought it wise 
to organise demonstrations of protest against 
the conversionist propaganda that is being con- 
ducted in that city. Our coreligionists in the 
Irish capital will not impugn the strength of ovr 
own feelings on this matter of missions to the Jews. In common with all 
our people, we deeply resent the whole conversionist movement, and have 
frequently given expression to our opinions. But there are sensible and 
there are foolish ways of dealing with this propaganda. The sensible

But if Jews organise 
simultaneous demonstrations of protest hard by the missionary 


meetings then not only is there a possibility of disturbance arising, but 
the conversionists will begin to flatter themselves that they are heing 
taken seriously, or that their efforts are going “bome.” The only resul! 
will be, therefore, that they will be encouraged to redouble their labours 
and the provocation to the Jewish residents will be aggravated rather 
than diminished. Moreover, we doubt whether these attempts to break 
up missionary meetings are not altogether illegal, and any such course 
obviously places those who pursue it in the wrong. We advise those of 
our corelizionists who have been led into such stupid tactics to abandon 
them without farther ado. Their best answer to the missionaries is 
loyally to pursue the practice of their own faith aad to treat the conveér- 
sionists with contempt. In no matter that we can call to mind is trop de 
zéle more rigidly to be guarded against. 

The new “Past Apprentices’ League,” which was 
ushered into existence at the offices of the Board of 
Guardians on Sunday, is an organisation from which 
a considerable amount of good may be expected. 
The boys’ section of the Industrial Department of 
the Board of Guardians has long laboured under great difficulties, some, 
it must be confessed, of its own making, others inherent in the nature of 
its work. By enlisting its own apprentices in its service the Board has 
taken a statesmanlike course which has everything to commend it. We 
note with especial satisfaction that one of the functions of the new League 
is to supply the Board with information as to unsatisfactory masters and 
trades. Hitherto the Board has suffered very grievously from the vagaries 
of masters that may be classed as “ premium-hunters.” The percentage of 
failures among the masters to whom boys were apprenticed has been 
abnormaliy high. This has often led to disastrous results so far as the 
lads were concerned. Cast out of work with a smattering of knowledge 
that was worse than useless, many of them have been stranded for some 
time, and have suffered from the demoralising effects that unemployment 
entails. By meansof fuller information, and | we would respectfully suggest 
more concentration of effort, these evils can be to a great extent avoided. 
The past apprentices know all the ropes, and they will be able to give advice 
of a very practical character. The proposal to enlarge the scope of the 
Industrial Department by establishing an employment bureau in con- 
nection with it is very opportune. It is little use for boys to be 
apprenticed, unless, at the end of their term, they may be assured of 
employment. The project will also introduce just that element of 
elasticity which the Department has hitherto lacked. We hope to see 
the new League attain every success.

“PRACTICAL JUDAISM." 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
: SIR,—— With reference to the report in your issue of the 14th inst. of the 
fourth anniversary meeting of the Jewish Territorial Organisation, will vou 
allow me to correct your report of what I said. : 

| did not advocate the communal ownership of the land itself as you 
state—what I did and do advocate, is the pablic ownership of “land values,” 
which is quite a different thing. The communal ownership of the land itself 
would amount to little, if anything, and in advocating, as I do, that the 
whole of the land values should belong to those who create them namely. 
the population), | would call your readers’ attention to the fact that a step 
in this direction has already been taken in your own country—Great Britain. 
The Budget, now before Parliament for its consideration, includes the taxa- 
tion of land values, and, though the tax proposed will not amount to much, 
the consequential thing is that it will necessitate the separate assessment 
of land values from those of improvements and buildings on the land. 

The one great cause of poverty in England, Russia, America, and, 
indeed, every other so-called civilised country, is the monopoly of land 
values by the weathy few to the detriment and spoliation of the many who 
have created them by their presence, numbers and industry. 

Referring to your editorial, “ Practical Judaism,” you say that my sug- 
cestions regarding these matters are a trifle premature. No, on the contrary, 
the people are very much behind in understanding what it is that hurts 
them; and it is not too early to begin, now, educating the rank and file as to 
the necessity for wiping out monopoly and special privilege and ‘taking the 
unearned increment which rightfully belongs to them instead of, as now, 
allowing the wealthy few to monopolise the means of existence. We have 
ample Biblical authority for my contention, and anyone conversant with the 
folk-lore of our people knows this. 

I have no interest whatever in trying to establish a Jewish country, 
even under Jewish control, where monopoly in land and opportunities for 
men will be continued and carried on as they now are in all the countries 
we know of. 1am too jealous as to the proper use of my funds to make use 
of them in any other way than to help break down the system that permits 
a comparatively few meg to grow rich beyond the dreams of avarice at the 
expense of the millions who are more or less steeped in all the miseries 
incidental to indigence and poverty. Nor am I unaware that in advocating 
free land for free men I am stepping on the toes of those who would keep 
their fellow-men in industrial subjection. I will do nothing to help the per- 
petuation of so damnable a method which is nothing more nor less than 
practical slavery. Neither the Jews, nor any other race, can rise as a nation 
on and over the shoulders of their compatriots.

GEORGE MEREDITH. 


In the distinguished novelist, who was called to his rest last week, 
the Jews lost a sympathetic friend, who more than once denounced the 
treatment accorded to the Jews in Russia. In 1890, he wrote to Mr. 
“Oswald J. Simon: 

{s one of the English multitude, I would let my name appear in the list of those 
crying for justice to the brethren of the Jewish race, to which we owe one good half 
of our civilisation. 

A Hebrew translation of Mr. Meredith’s ode on Milton was recently 
contributed to our columns by the Rey. Professor Dr. H. Gollanez. 

Not many of the works produced by the great writer contain specific 
references to Jews. One is that extraordinary novel “One of our Con- 
uerors,” the opening chapters of which have some cryptic reflections upon 
our people. Mr. Zangwill wrote a review of this book (which he pithily 
entitled “ Meredithyrambics ’) in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, at’ the time when 
“One of our Conquerors" was appearing in serial form in the Fortnightly 
Review. 

A characteristic letter of Meredith's, from which it will be seen that 
the interests he manifested in “ The Tragic Comedians " remained with him 
to the end, was addressed to Mr. Lucien Wolf on his publication of the 
English translation of M. Sémenoff's sensational book denouncing the 
Russian Government for its complicity in the massacres of Jews. In the 


course of it he said :—

MR. JACOB H. SCHIFF 
AND MESOPOTAMIA. 


(Special to the ‘“* Jewish Chronicle.’’) 


Mr. Jacob H. Schiff, who is just now staying in London, confided to our 
representative, in an interview at the Ritz Hotel, his views concerning the 
Mesopotamia project. 

“Lam glad you have come to me,” said’ Mr. Schiff, “as I much desire to 
say something about Mesopotamia in relation to Jewish colonisation. Indeed, 
I have wanted for some time to say a few words on the subject, but pre- 
ferred to reserve my observations for the columns of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, though I have been inundated with enquiries from all kinds of 
journals. Now, the fact is that the reports which have been rather con- 
spicuously circulated during the last few weeks, to the effect that I had 
prominently connected myself with a scheme for Jewish colonisation in 
Mesopotamia, are unauthorised.” 

Is it, then, all smoke and no fire? 

“No, that miracle has not happened. All, however, I am respon- 
sible for is that in informal discussion I have expressed my belief, 
based upon information | have obtained, in the desirability of opening up 
Mesopotamia and the Euphrates Valley to Jewish settlement jut I have 
given my emphatic view that if this huge scheme—and it is a huge scheme— 
is to be considered at all, it cannot be the scheme of any one organisation, 
but the various large Jewish organisations must co-operate in a careful 
examination of the proposition.” 

How do you suggest this co-operation should be effected ? 

“To give practical effect to the proposition I would suggest that the 
Jewish Colonisation Association, either of its ‘own initiative, or by request 
of other leading organisations and in co-operation with them, should take in 
hand the careful examination and eventual carrying out of the project. The 
Ica is not only the most powerful of Jewish organisations—as, for instance, 
from the pecuniary point of view it certainly is—but it occupies an impartial 
position. It is conservatively and ably administered, and any action it 
might take would have the confidence of international Jewry.” 

Would a conjunction of Jewish organisations, do you think, be able to 
cope with the scheme ? 

“Tam afraid that would not be possible, for so great an amount of money 
will be required for the proper irrigation of the country, which must, per- 
foree, precede any settlement there, that it cannot be effected through 


of Jewish organisations. It could be carried through successfully only if 
aided by Governmental subvention.” 

What do you call a great amount of money, Mr. Schiff ? 
“Well, forty or fifty millions is, | suppose, the least that could be 
expended for necessary irrigation in the Euphrates Valley.” 

Surely a settlement in Palestine wauld be cheaper ? 

“]T understand your point,” said Mr. Schiff with some energy, * you mean 
that being cheaper it would seem to be easier of realisation, and hence any 
such scheme is more practicable. But, in my opinion, the carrying out of 
the proposition in regard to Mesopotamia would be preferable to the 
promotion of any large influx of Jews into Palestine, where the conditions 
are not at all what they should be.” 

Are they. quite unalterable ? 

“Oh No! | want to see the conditions under which Jews to-day live in 
Palestine improved and bettered. _No one more than myself. I should like 
to see more schools there, especially for technical education, gymnasia, in fact, 
everything that can tend to raise the condition of our brethren there. But,l 
am strenuously opposed to anything like the establishment of a State in Pales- 
tine. It is my firm belief that the new conditions in Turkey, where Jews have 
always been specially favoured, and where they are likely to occupy prominent 
place hereafter—for they have, it is said, considerably helped to bring 
about the regeneration of the Ottoman Empire now going forward - will not 
be favourable at all to the propaganda for re-establishing a Jewish nation in 
Palestine. It is certain to be resented by the Turkish nation under the new 
régime. The latter represents nothing to so great an extent as the 
strengthening of the integrity of the Ottoman Empire.” 

But would not the establishment of alarge Jewish colony in Mesopotamia, 
on the basis of autonomy, induce equal resentment ” 

“[ have no sympathy with and will take no hand in any scheme involving 
political conditions such as the formation of an autonomy of any kind. I 
would have Jews go to Mesopotamia as they do to America-—-to the 
former instead of the latter, because, with the Mesopotamia scheme of 
irrigation carried out, their opportunities would be so much greater. 
[I am in no sense a Jewish nationalist. I believe, indeed, that a 
continuance of the endeavour to re-establish Jewish nationality or the 
constant insinuation, even, that such is the purpose of any large section of 
the Jewish people, is not unlikely to work sooner or later immense harm to 
the Jews in Palestine in particular, and seriously to impair the favoured 
position Jews in Turkey now occupy.

Now let us take the 
United Synagogue in London, A. B. is here a member, say of South Hackney 
Synagogue, and desires to be married at Bayswater, to which congregation 
the family of his fiancee belongs. Unless the Bayswater Synagogue is willing 
to lend the building to South Hackney for the marriage ceremony, A. B. must 
join Bayswater in some form or other. It is not enough for him to come to 
Bayswater and say that he is a member of the United Synagogue. If the 
marriage is entered’ on the books of Bayswater, he must have joined that 
congregation or the Act is not complied with. This provision of the Act has 
not been complied with in many instances. Jam of opinion that, if enquiry 
were to be made, hundreds of cases would he discovered in which there is a 
flaw in the legality of the ceremony.

In this connection, I am sorry 
to see that that clever and well-meaning production, “ Printers’ Pie.” hits us 
very hard in one of its cartoons. It is * After the Accident.” One Jew tells 
another that he got £100 compensation from the company. The other says 
that he got £500. “How is that” he asked,“ you were no more injured than 
Iwas!" “I had great presence of mind,” is the rejoinder, “I Stamped on my 
vife’s face.” With such a thing appearing in “ Printers’ Pie,” and with much 
worse published elsewhtre week after week, the expressed sensitiveness of the 
Maccabieans seems somewhat ridiculous.

In 
part he will follow the route taken by Dr. Sven Hedin. The Academy of 
Scienees has made a grant for the purposes of the expedition. 

Dr. Johannes Horowitz, the correspondent of the Daily Chronicle, and 
M. Victor Levy, of the Soir, have been elected President and Treasurer 
respectively of the Association of Foreign Press Representatives in Vienna. 
Herr Leo Salkind was elected a member of the Committee.

PARIS, May 24. 
CONSECRATION OF AN OTTOMAN SYNAGOGUE IN PARIS. 


The Ottoman colony in Paris yesterday consecrated a synagogue, the 
establishment of which is, in a large measure, due to the generosity of one ot 
its members, M. Rosanes. The Turkish Jews in this city had hitherto wor- 
shipped in a place unworthy of its sacred purpose, and now their desire to 
have a proper synagogue has been realised. A Religious Association has 
been formed consisting of 200 members, and in connection with the syna- 
gogue there isa Talmud Torah which has 100 pupils. The Consistoire of 
Paris contributed a subvention towards the erection of the synagogue. The 
Hon. Presidents of the Association are Naoum Pasha, Turkish Ambas 
sador in Paris, and M. Narcisse Leven, President of the Alliance Israelite 
Universelle; the Consul-General for Tarkey, is Hon. Vice-President. 

The dedication ceremony was attended by the Secretary of the Turkish 
Embassy representing His Excellency Naoum Pasha, the Consul-General for 
Tarkey, the Grand Rabbins of France and Paris, and several members of 
the Parisian Rabbinate, M. Leven, and the members of the Turkish Jewis) 
Colony. The service was of the usual character, and included.a sermon by 
the Grand Rabbin of France, in the course of which he warmly praised the 
efforts of the Turkish Jews in Paris to obtain a suitable place of worship. 
The Grand Rabbin of Paris also delivered a sermon, in which he expressed 
the sympathy of the Parisian Jews with their coreligionists who had con: 
from the East. Ml. Rosanés, in the name of the community, thanked al! 
those present. 

THE JEWS IN TUNIS. 

A step has been taken of the utmost importance for the Jews in Tun 
as it will tend to facilitate the obtaining by them of French naturalisation 
which they have so long demanded. The French Minister for Foreig 
Affairs has just brought in a Bill authorising Tanisian subjects to enter a 
volunteers the French Home and Colonial Army and the Navy. Hitherto, 
Tunisians— Mohammedan Tunisians only--have served in that section of 
\rmy which is stationed in Tunis. The Jews were never admitted, and the 
only way that they could hope to become naturalised Frenchmen was b 
serving five vears in the Foreign Legion.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

M. Joseph Reinach, Deputy for the Lower Alps, has been elected Pres 
dent of the group of members of the Chamber of Deputies formed to comb«t 
alcoholism. 

The Cross of Chevalier of the Legion of Honour has been conferred on 
M. Reginald Kann, Military Editor of the Temps. In the Presidential 
decree of nomination it is stated that M. hann followed the operations of 
the English Army in the Transvaal and, as correspondent of the Temps, the 
campaign in. Manchuria, on both of which he furnished reports which are of 
considerable technical value. He is son of the lamented Sacki hann, 
General Secretary of the Alliance Israclite Universelle, and nephew of the 
famous collector, the late Rudolf Kann. 

A brilliant reception has been given to the learned explorer, Dr. Aure! 
Stein, by the Geographical Society, at which the most eminent French

A COMMUNAL CONFERENCE. 

After two days’ deliberations the eleventh conference of the Jewish com- 
munities (Gemeindetag) came to an end to-day. There has never been an 
occasion, since the establishment of the Federation of German Congregations 
(Deutsch-Israelitisches Bund), on which so many delegates have been present. 
No less than 500 congregations sent representatives to the conference. The 
debate never lagged for a moment and kept a high level throughout. The 
reason may perhaps be found in the importance of the agenda. The con- 
ference was called upon to consider a new scheme for the organisation 0! 
German Jewry, for which it was proposed to obtain Government sanction. The 
status of the rabbis which has given cause for disputes in recent years wa> 
also before the conference which was called upon to define the social stand- 
ing of the rabbis within their communities, and to decide whether the lay 
authorities have any right to criticise the religious views of a rabbi. It wil! 
be remembered that two years ago the Berlin community dismissed Rabbi 
Emil Cohn on account of his Zionistopinions. Another topic was the position 
of communal officials. In view of these important subjects, the large at tend- 
ance of delegates and the keenness displayed may be easily underst« ul. 

It should at once be stated that one of the chief results of the 
conference was to bring about more cordial relations between the extrernic 
sections of the community. The wishes of the orthodox party were 
respected, where possible translated into resolutions, and in no instance 
spurned, as has often happened previously. The German Jewish Press 0! all 
shades of thought consequently looks with a benevolent eye on the delibera- 
tions of the conference, which will be of permanent significance for the Jews 
of this country. The introduction of the new scheme of organisation marked 
an historic epoch. It was naturally keenly scrutinised, and fault was found 
with it by some of the rabbis, but all were agreed that a great step for ard 
had been taken, mainly owing to the fact that the German Jews have strive? 
to help themselves and to frame a measure which the Government has hitherto 
abstained from introducing. 1 

The measure was submitted to the conference by Professor Martin 
Philippsohn. He emphasised the necessity of a new Act that would raise the 
status of the Jewish communities and the Jewish clergy in the eyes ©! the 
country. The conference then proceeded to debate the details, those eel 
tions relating to the rabbis being very keenly discussed, One ne a 
proposals was that rabbis should be appointed for life. This was oppose® »»

FUNERAL OF DR. HIRSCH. 


Q The city of Hamburg has seldom witnessed a more imposing procession 
than that which followed the remains of the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Markus 
Hirsch, to their last resting-place. It was a wonderful demonstration on the 
part‘of Hamburg Jewry and of the numerous admirers, who had flocked to the 
northern port to show their sympathy. In the house of mourning an 
iffecting address was delivered by Rabbi Dr. Hirsch, of Prague, a son of the 
deceased. The coflin was then conveyed to the Great Synagogue in the 
\ohthéifen, which was filled to overflowing. :

At the 
craveside addresses were delivered by Rabbi Dr. Nobel, who presides over 
the new synagogue inthe Bornplatz; Dr. Z. Levy, on behalf of the United 
Hebrew Congregations of Hamburg; Herr Hermann Gumpertz and Dr. 
Hoffmann on behalf of the Rabbinical Seminary, and others. Many rabbis 
from various parts of Germany attended the ceremony. : 


GREECE. 


The statue of Heine, which the late Austrian Empress had ereeted in the 
grounds of Achilleion, and as to the fate of which there has been so much 
speculation, has been sold by the Emperor for £510 to the Hamburg firm of 
Campe, which first published the poet’s works. Heine, it may be recalled, 
wrote antagonistically of the Government of Prussia of his day, and was con- 
sequently expelled from the country.— Daily Telegraph. 


HOLLAND. 


The new Central Asylum for Jewish lunatiés at Appeldoorn was officially 
opened last Monday. The participation of the Government in the ceremony 
was marked by the presence of the Minister of the Interior and of. the 
Acting-Governor of Gelderland and the Governor of North Holland. 


TURKEY. 


Mr. Edward J. Nathan, hitherto United States Consul-General at Patras 
(ireece), has been transferred to a similar post at Mersina. He has a con- 
summate knowledge of Arabic and Greek. Mr. Nathan is one of the youngest 
members of the United States Consular Corps, being only twenty-eight years 
of age. 

The mournful events which recently took place in Anatolia have also 
cravely affected the Jews in that region. In several localities, notably 
Adana, Antioch, Marache and Van, the Jewish population has been reduced 
to misery in consequence of the cessation of business. A Committee has 
been formed at Aleppo under the presidency of the French Consul, and 
numbering among its members leading men of the Jewish community. The 
\/liance Israélite has remitted 5,000 franes by telegraph to the Director of its 
school in Aleppo to be handed over to the Relief Committee, 


THE LATE MISS MAY SANDHEIM.—This lady, who passed away 
vesterday week after a lingering illness, had just completed her thirty- 
second year. As a black and white artist she was rapidly acquiring an 
ncreasing reputation when she was first stricken down, and there can be 
little doubt that if she had been spared she would have attained a position 
of some distinction in her profession. She was especially happy in illus- 
trating fairy tales and poems of a somewhat bizarre tendency. Artistic 
work of other description, however, did not come strange to her pencil, and 
the suecess of more than one popular novel published within the last few 
years has been due to some extent to her co-operation, Miss Sandheim was 
also a clever and artistic designer of book-plates, and among those for which 
sie was responsible are several of well-known members of the community. The 
ranks of the younger black and white artists have suffered a severe loss by 
her death, but none could lament her more than the small band of devoted 
friends she had attracted around herself by a disposition remarkable for its 
Sweetness and its sunniness.—A.M.H.

Russia.

WARSAW, May 16. 

The town of Cheln is celebrated for the stupidity of its inhabitants, and 
the Jewish residents evidently desire to live up to the reputation of their 
native place. Recently a deputation of Rabbis from Cheln approached 
Bishop Eulogius, one of the leaders of the Black Hundreds in the Duma, to 
crave his support. Bishop Eulogius isthe author of the scheme for excluding 
the Cheln government from the kingdom of Poland, a re-arrangement of 
frontiers that would have very unpleasant results for the Jews residing 
therein. The Bishop is one of the most reactionary people in the Duma, and 
the Jewish papers rightly point out that it is just as foolish to approach him 
as it would be to solicit the favour of Purishkevitch. The Poles have also 
made merry over the incident, and this has served to increase the strained 
relations at present prevailing between the Jews and the Poles. Meanwhile 
the persecution of the Jews is going on and the Jewish question is still being 
discussed in the Duma lobbies without reaching a practical stage. 


THE SITUATION AT KIEFF. 

The correspondent of the Retch gives the following description of the 
“terrible days’ which our coreligionists have recently experienced in the 
holy city. “Early in the morning,” he writes “I witnessed such pitiful and 
humiliating sights in the streets of Kieff, as could only fill the hearts of 
merciless anti-Semites with joy. Large numbers of Jews and Jewesses, 
surrounded by strong detachments of mounted gendarmes and police, were 
led triumphantly through the city. ©n many of the faces of the victims you 
could read the fact that they had only visited the town in order to seek 
medical advice. Yet none of them were spared.” The local authorities have 
received a deputation of the Jews and, in the course of conversation, they 
explained that they acted under orders from St. Petersburg. Nevertheless, 
they promised not to organise any further night searches for Jews, and 
to endeavour to obtain permission for Jewish merchants to remain in 
Kieff for the period of one fortnight. 


THE SUFFERINGS OF THE SIBERIAN JEWS. 

The position of the Jews in Eastern Siberia is rapidly growing intoler- 
able. They have to withstand continually the whims of the Russian oflficials,. 
who treat them in the most merciless manner. The policy of the local 
authorities with regard to our coreligionists can be. summed up in the 
formula: expulsion; or wholesale oppression for those allowed to remain. 
The police do not permit even university men to reside undisturbed in the 
district. The communities are no longer allowed to retain Rabbis and 
Hebrew teachers from the Pale. The Governor, to cap all, has ordered the 
closing of all synagogues which have no Rabbis attached tothem. One com- 
munity appointed a doctor to fulfil the duties of a Rabbi. The latter was, 
however, immediately expelled from the province for not pursuing his own 
profession. Urgent petitions have again been despatched to the Siberian 
deputies, praying for instant help and intervention, 

M. STOLYPIN’S DEFEAT. 

The Russian ‘Press is busily engaged in considering the causes of M, 
Stolypin’s recent defeat on the Navy Bill, and the likely effects of the 
reactionary success. That it is a triumph for the Black Hundreds is 
nowhere denied, but to the surprise of all it has transpired that it has 
resulted in a purely anti-Semitic victory. The origin of the increased 
agitation against M.Stolypin is to be found in the expressed intention of 
the Premier to annihilate the Real Russian Union, and to use the informa- 
tion concerning its complicity in the murders of lollos and Herzenstein. . In 
the face of common danger the rival and scattered forces of the Black 
Hundreds once more assembled under the old flag and drew up a list of 
charges against the Premier and his “ Radical” Ministers, Timirazeff and 
Sukhomlinoff. Their chief accusation was the alleged philo-Jewish policy of 
the Cabinet. In its official manifesto the Union declared that the Jews alone 
had benefited by M. Stolypin’s régime. Unfortunately the Black Hundreds 
have triumphed completely, and the Ministers are now trying their best to 
disprove the assertion that they favour Jews, by declining to pay attention 
to petitions on behalf of our coreligionists. 


JEWS IN TRE TOWN COUNCILS. 

During the revolutionary epoch most.of the Jewish representatives in 
the municipalities resigned their positions as a protest against the fact that 
they owed their places on the councils to the Governors of the provinces, 
whereas their Russian colleagues were elected by the ratepayers. They 
hoped to force the Government to remove the restriction against the Jews. 
Now, however, even the most sanguine of our coreligionists admit that there 
exists no such prospect as the granting of the right to Jews to take part in 
the town council elections. The Jewish communities are, therefore, inclined 
to permit their representatives to return to the councils, in view of the danger 
involved in leaving questions affecting our coreligionists entirely in the hands 
of Russians. This view has already been adopted in afew large Jewish centres 
(e.g. Wilma, Minsk, etc). At the same time, it is gratifying to learn that the 
progressive organs, inspired by the protests of the Jews against their 
disabilities, are conducting an energetic campaign in favour of admitting 
Jews to the municipal elections. They even publish appeals to the Duma 
calling upon it to interfere on behalf of our coreligionists. 


THE FINNISH JEWS. 

Our brethren in Finland have applied to the Senate for permission to 
import kosher meat from St. Petersburg. The Finnish Government has 
rejected the proposal of the merchants, who offered to form an advisory 
committee for the purpose of assisting the Senate in drawing up the Jewish 
Bill in a manner as to exclude all possible chances of a monopolisation of 
trade by our coreligionists. 

DUMA NEWS. 


The Progressives have made a strong attack on the Holy Synod for the 
assistance given by the priests to the Real Russians. Passages were quoted 
by them from various sermons delivered in provincial churches devoted toa 
most shameful anti-Semitic propaganda. The priests in their reply boldly 
affirmed their sympathy with the Black Hundreds, and declined to promise 
any alteration in their policy. An interesting feature of the discussion was 
the severe criticism passed on the Holy Synod by the spokesman of the 
Octobrists for selling church property to Jews. 

The Constitutional Democrats are preparing an interpellation in the 
Duma with reference to General Tolmatcheff's illegal actions at Odessa. 


THE LATE MR. HENRY M. HYAMS.- On Sunday. last, in the presence of a 
large assembly of devoted friends and « olleague s. the tombstone to the memory of the 
late Mr. Henry Michael Hyams, Headmaster of the Gravel Lane Council School, 
Aldgate, was set at Willesden. It consists of a handsome scroll in marble with a 
suitable inscription, ending with the Biblical quotation, “ Thou shalt be missed, for 
thy place will be empty.”

THE CRY OF WIDOWS AND ORPHANS. 

Considerable stir was caused here early this week by the announcement 
that the United Hebrew Charities had, owing to its shortage of funds, been 
compelled to withdraw its pensions from widowed mothers, whom the 
organisation had supported for vears. It has become necessary to 
commit many of these children to the Hebrew Orphan Asylum and 
other institutions, and this “breaking up of homes,” as it is called, 
has caused Mrs. William Einstein, a woman of wealth and an energetic 
charitable worker, to resign the post of Vice-President of the United Hebrew 
Charities’ with the object of forming a new Society, which should 
give its especial attention to the relief of widows and mothers. 
It was clear that beside the matter of the shortage of funds there had been 
disagreement as to the policy of the organisation .between Mrs. Einstein 
and the other ofticers, and the devolopments of the week caused much dis- 
cussion in all Jewish circles. The Hebrew Orphan Asylum had for a time 
been contributing annually a sum of money to the work of the United 
Hebrew Charities. Recently, however, it withdrew this contribution and 
offered to take into its institution and care for some of the children of 
widowed mothers. With this began the separation of children from their 
mothers, to which Mrs. Einstein took great exception. Now, however, that 
she has started her agitation for a special society and funds wherewith to 
enable poor mothers to keep their children at home, Mr. Louis Stern, Pre- 
sident of the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, apparently sides with her as against 
the United Hebrew Charities and has donated a sum of 500 dols. for the pro- 
posed * Widowed Mothers’ Fund Committee.” 

It was, however, announced on Tuesday that the Council of Jewish Com- 
munal Institutions, of which Judge Greenbaum is President, has undertaken 
to look into the matter as to whether a special society should be formed, 
and that a meeting of the Council will be held next Saturday evening. 
Pending this meeting, Mrs. Einstein will not proceed with her organisation, 
and the United Hebrew Charities has suspended the order requiring the 
commitment of children to institutions. 

In response to the appeal for a special emergency fund of 100,000 dols., 
which was made necessary by the increase of want caused by the industrial 
depression, the United Hebrew Charities has seeured 70,000 dols. The 
30,000 dols. which is still wanted will, according to a statement, only help in 
a measure in caring for the most urgent cases. 


THE HEINSHEIMER BEQUEST, 

It is now feared that the bequest of 100,000 dols. of the late Louis 
Heinsheimer, which he left to Jewish charities of New York on condition 
that six of the leading institutions federate for purposes of administration 
and collection of funds, will revert to the residuary legatee. Considerable 
discussion of this bequest was occasioned by the recent annual meeting of 
the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, at which Mr..Louis Stern, the President, 


' reported the action of the Trustees against the. acceptance of the bequest 


under the prescribed conditions. His report was accepted, and the Orphan 
Asylum was thus bound to that position. Mr. Stern believes consolidation 
to be impracticable. In addition to the objections of the several institutions 
which are opposed to federation, the pro-federationists have found that 
the validity of the bequest is seriously questioned by their legal advisers. 
All difficulties, however, may be obviated by the residuary legatee, Mr. 
Alfred Heinsheimer, who, it is said, is prepared to distribute the funds 
according to his late brother's wishes. But the opposition of the Hebrew 
Orphan Asylum and the Mount Sinai Hospital and the Home for the Aged, if 
continued until next February (when the time limit of one year to take up the 


. benefaction expires), may bring the executors of the will and the residuary 


legatee to the determination to distribute the fund to those institutions that 
favour the federation scheme. It is understood that the principal opponent 
_of federation is Mr. Louis Stern. 


RESIGNATION OF MR. HARKAVY. 


It is announced that, as the result of the new arrangement of work con- 
sequent on the amalgamation between the Hebrew Immigrant Aid Seciety 
and the Hebrew Sheltering House of East Broadway, Mr. Alexander Harkavy 
has resigned from his position as representative at Ellis Island, first of the 
former society, and then of the United Hebrew Immigrant Aid and Sheltering 
Society. The announcement has caused much surprise in Jewish circles, for 
Mr. Harkavy, a linguist and Jewish writer and scholar of wide repute, has, 
for a number of years, carried on a unique and most useful work in receiving 
and guiding the course of immigrants who arrive at Ellis Island. He is the 
author of thecomplete Yiddish-English Dictionary and of half-a-dozen 
manuals for the acquisition of the language of the country, and he has pro- 
bably done more than any other man in the Ghetto for the education and 
Americanisation of Jewish immigrants. At Ellis Island Mr. Harkavy 
dispensed advice, instruction and encouragement to immigrants in Yiddish, 
Hebrew, German, Polish, Russian, and a few other languages. Mr. Harkavy 
has written learnedly on various topics, and he was at different times con- 
nected with various Jewish publications. His most recent work is a 
grammar of the Yiddish language. While Mr. Harkavy declines to make a 
statement at this time, it is understood that his withdrawal from his work 
at Ellis Island is due to certain differences of opinion which arose between 
the directors of the consolidated organisation and himself. 


A CONGREGATION’S DECISION ON SABBATH SERVICES. 

The proposition of substituting Sunday services for the prayers of the 
Sabbath in the temple, which has from time to time been advocated by 
different rabbis of the advanced Reform school, has at last been submitted 
to a vote of the members of the congregation, at least in one congregation 
in Boston, namely, that of Adath Israel, which is presided over by Rabbi 
Charles Fleischer, who often vies with Rabbi Hirsch in the expression of 
extremely radical views. By a vote of 49 to 2 the congregation decided to 
continue the weekly services on the traditional Jewish Sabbath. In urging 
the abolition of the Saturday services, Rabbi Fleischer argued, “ that asa 
matter of honesty the members of the congregation should not pretend to 
maintain a day of rest and prayer which they do not observe.” The 
members were not attending the Saturday serviee, “and therefore it is more 
decent to bury the corpse than to attemptto galvanize it.” He farther said, 
‘that it was not expedient for us to expend our congregational monies for 
the purpose of maintaining an official institution, which, privately and 
practically, the absence of the members has already effectually killed.” 

While this discussion was going on Rabbi M. M. Kichler of the second 
Reform Temple of Boston, the Ohabei Shalom, preached a sermon, in which 
he said: “Abolish the traditional Jewish Sabbath and you deal Judaism a 
death blow from whose effects it will never recover.” 


FREE SONS OF JUDAH. 

That some of the fraternal Jewish Orders of this country are no longer 
as prosperous as they have been in former years was shown at the annual 
convention of the Order Free Sons of Judah which was recently held in this 
city. For the first time in its history the order reported a decrease of 
membership. There was a loss of about 500 members. At first sight this is 
not significant, but when it is recalled that insurance Orders like the Free 
Sons of Judah, which base their insurance on a now recognised unscientific 
principle, are bound, in order to preserve themselves, to increase their 
membership, it becomes apparent that the Free Sons of Judah is now on the 
road to dissolution. The total membership is now less than 10,000. The 
decrease is due, as reported by the Grand Master, Isaac Grossman, to the 
operation of a new law of the Order, whereby a candidate above forty years 
cannot be initiated without the written consent of the Executive Com 
mittee. To meet the situation, the Grand Master recommended that 4 
special tax of twenty cents. a head be levied for propaganda purposes. 

Judge Leon Sanders moved as an amendment that the tax of the Poor Com 
mittee be increased from sixty to seventy cents.a head. A strong delat, 
ensued, and after several ballots the Grand Master's recommendation was 
accepted. 

THE JEWISH COMMUNITY OF NEW YORK CITY, 

With the first meeting of the Advisory Council of seventy, which will be 
held next Sunday afternoon, for the election of officers, the Jewish com 
munity of New York City will become completely organised, and both 
branches of the organisation will then enter upon the work which is “to 
further Judaism in New York City, and to represent the Jews in all loca! 
matters affecting their interests.”” The organisation has already opened 
permanent quarters in the Hebrew Charities Building, 2nd Avenue and 21s: 
Street, and plans have been made for various important activities of the 
community. The Committee on Propaganda and Organisation which was 
appointed by the Executive Committee will seek to secure the further 
co-operation with the community of all congregations and societies which 
have not yet joined. This Committee is headed by the Rey. Dr. Joseph 
Silverman, of Temple Emanu-el. 

At the first meeting of the Executive Committee, which was held last 
month, the following officers were appointed :—Dr. J. L. Magnes, Chairman : 
Mr. Joseph H. Cohen, Vice-Chairman; Mr. Harry Fischel, Treasurer; and 
Mr. Bernard G. Richards, Secretary. Various Committees were appointed 
for the different work of the organisation. Butin spite of the support of 
many persons of prominence, who together with the other delegates repre- 
sent several hundred organisations that are now afliliated with the 
community, there are still opponents of the Kehilah, and Judge Samuel! 
Greenbaum and other gentlemen have written to the Jewish Press to 
say that they regard the general organisation of Jews in this country 
for the furtherance of their special interests as un-American. = ()n 
the one hand, it is argued that Jews here should only organise as 
Americans, and on the other that all organisation should proceed upon the 
basis of the congregation. Thus one opponent of New York writes in the 
Cincinnati American Israelite :— 

Ido not believe in any Jewish movement that does not have its initiation an 
domicile in a Jewish congregation. What | have of Judaism is religious. I have n 
wish to be a-‘racial or a political Jew, nor do I sympathise with those who are

THE MORAL TRAINING OF THE YOUNG. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,--It is, | believe, a common experience with those who have occasion 
to discuss questions of religious conformity with persons of a iess degree 
of conformity than themselves, to have their arguments turned aside by a 
more or less general recital of some of the enormities perpetrated by 
persons of Jewish origin or who profess the Jewish faith. It has been 
reserved, however, to “ Tatler,” in the issue of your valuable journal of May 
14th, to make an altogether startling use of this method of retort. 

1 do not think it necessary to express an opinion on the merits of the 
controversy in which Lord Swaythling is engaged, as te the right of certain 
gentlemen to have any direct or indirect share in the training of the young 
of Anglo-Jewry. At the same time, it must be apparent, that this con- 
troversy is worthy of serious consideration ; and the principles involved are, 
if fully understood and applied, of vital importance in nearly every depart- 
ment of Jewish communal life. Yet “Tatler” endeavours to beg the whole 
question, by telling us that a number of Jews are guilty of heinous crimes 
and that “in face of the degradation to which we have sunk it is not worth 
while te worry about other matters. : 

Now, I fully agree that we Jews have a responsibilty to bear and duties 
to perform with regard to the moral well-doing of our fellow-Jews ; nay, t!i's 
concern should extend to the whole of humanity; but are we to change our 
whole course of conduct because ef the misdeeds of certain persons, who 
cannet be called Jews, except in an extremely wide and nationalistic sens 
of the term. For I am sure that “Tatler” will agree that no Jew, in the 
proper sense of the term, would commit crimes of the kind to which he has 
referred. 

“Tatler’s” retort is of the species frequently employed on the vexed 
question as to the training of our ministers. It is said to be unnecessary 
for a minister to be learned in Jewish tradition, because there is so muc! 
poverty and misery prevalent that it is “ not worth while to worry ” about 
anything else. The t is ignored that Judaism embraces all spheres of 
action, and that human energies are quite able to tackle the social problems 
of the day and, at the same time, leave a good deal to spare, for the carry!®5 
on of a specifically Jew.sh teaching. 

In the present state of our community far more good would be likely 
to ensue in the direction of spiritual and moral advancement, were rather 
more attention paid to the promotion of Jewish culture and a little less enersy 
expended on empty moral preaching and hysterical outpourings unworthy 
of the Jewish intellect. 

Our community prides itself upon the fact that Judaism has combined in 
itself loftiness of thought and action; and that, while producing great 
thinkers and teachers, Jews have been conspicuous for their moral and civ e 
virtues. Has this not been because we have, in the past, maintained a sane 
sense of proportion in all things?

The suggestion of your correspondent, “A Sympathiser with the 
llome,”’ to celebrate the Chief Rabbi's seventieth birthday, by a collection in 
support of the Jewish Home and Shelter, is very good as far as it goes. But 
your correspondent will anderstand that assuming the community should 
acree to such a proposal the Jewish Home and Shelter can onlv claim a share 

{ the proceeds as all the other charitable institutions have an equal claim 
ty public sympathy and support. 

Your correspondent has erred somewhat in stating that the Home and 
shelter is about to close its doors for want of material support. Asa matter 
of fact the Institution has survived the threatened calamity. In response to 
. recent appeal made by the President. Mr. S. J. Cohen, on behalf of the 
llome and Shelter, Alderman Isidore Frankenburg promised the handsome 
sum of £210 on condition that the community raised a similar sum. We are 
now in the happy position to state that by the unswerving efforts of the 
resident and several of my colleagues we have practically succeeded in 
collecting the desired sum. The amounts with the names of the generous 
donors will shortly be acknowledged in the Jewisu CHRONICLE. 

It would probably please your correspondent to know that the inmates 
of the Home and Shelter, though belonging to the less fortunate class, are 
not without good fortune occasionally. They are now being sheltered in a 
Home practically theirown. The Home with the adjoining land has been 
purchased for at a very favourable price, and it will be a source of great 
satisfaction to them to know that they can live in peace without fearing to 
he turned out by the landlord for back rents. Still funds are urgently 
needed apart from the expense of the upkeep of such institutions. An 
extension of the premises is needed. For the twenty inmates now per- 
manently living in the Home all the available space is taken up with the 
exception of two rooms which are reserved for the casuais, several applica- 
tions have, therefore, to be refused. We hope, when the opportunity arises, 
to extend the premises, to have a separate shelter department and provide 
more room for the permanent iamates. TIT hope that my explanation with 
regard to our claim for our share of support only, will satisfy the community 
at large and your correspondent in particular.

Little enough Hebrew is taught even in the day school, and what can be 
expected from the night school, especially when the teaching is imparted to 
children already tired.

movements in that the leaders followed and obeyed what a majority of th: 
Congress decided. It had been suggested that there were two kinds 0) 
Zionism: He declared that there was only one kind of Zionism—that which 
was determined by their annual Congress. Only the one kind of Zionism was 
possible, and all who sought to vive the impression of any other were no 
friendsof the movement. Thepath was long anddiflicult, but it became infinite!) 
longer and more diflicult when there was dissension. People accused them o! 
talking toomuch. But he would point out that although talking was necessiar\ 
they also had donea great deal. They had commenced a tremendously diflicu|| 
task in arresting and fichting the idea of assimilation which had been getting 
such a hold on the minds of the Jewish people. Enormous masses of thi 
people were prepared to allow themselves to drift. Beyond helping the 
victims of a Russian pogrom they had no conception of Judaism and it» 


claims. This sort of thing Zionism had stopped. It had caused people to 
think. Zionism had arrested the danger, and if that were all they had to 


show for twelve years’ work, they would be justified in saying “ Dayenu. 
But this was not sufficient. Those who cared to look could see that the, 
were saving the people froin three dangers—Degeneration, Decadence and 
Disintegration. In the past few weeks we have jhad reason to deplore the 
effects of these influences, of the influences of the Pablic House and yet 
lower and viler places, influences which had brought members of our race — 
into the lowest of positions, influences with which the community seemed 

incapable of coping. But their movement presented the counter influence 
of the Hebrew classes of the Bnei Zion, the teaching of our religion and our 
faith, restoring that pride of race which is felt by all nations. | If only for 
establishing these counter influences to the temptations of the street, thc 
movement deserves the assistance of the community. But they had clone 
more. They had established a feeling of independence and patriotism 
in the race. They did not ask a man how long was his pocket. 
They were all Jews—that was enough, and what one Jew could .do 
for another was done. And these feelings were brought about, not by 
Charity but by Zionism. They taught independence, and again he 
claimed the support of the community. But they had not only kept 
the flag of idealism flying, they had also created many practical institutions. 
They had the Jewish Colonial Trust, a sound and -practical instrument, by 
which one day their strivings he hoped would be carried into effect. Their 
bank did not declare large dividends, but he would remind them that they 
had to cease business on Saturday and Sunday, in addition to the Jewish 
festivals and public holidays. This was, from a commercial standpoint, not 
so profitable, but, of course, was inevitable, and, as they did not speculate 
with the funds, the dividends were modest in comparison with other under- 
takings of like nature. They had the Anglo-Palestine Company. Dr. Katzene!- 
sohn, of Libau, the Chairman of the Trust, who had visited Palestine, had sai: 
that he knew of no commercial enterprise which was so tempered wit! 
Jewish sentiment. In addition to these schemes, there was the Nationa! 
Fund, which was growing from day to day. There were also the Palestine 
Land Development Company, the Anglo-Levantine Banking Company, and 
many others. Mesopotamia had been mentioned. It had been called a 
blessed word. Everybody hovered round it. Hermann Landau, Israel Zang 
will, and the late Sultan ef Turkey had spoken of it. They who were Zionists 
were not going to be got away from their one goal, Palestine. But Palestin: 
itself might include a larger Palestine. Mesopotamia lay within the scope 0! 
the Jewish Colonial Trust, but how much they would co-operate in the move 
ment would depend on many things. They would not be hasty in sayin- 
but at present they knew nothing about the land and nothing about th: 
scheme. The Zionist movement must be strengthened and extended so tha’ 
every Jew who willed might enter. The Jew%S should learn to be tolerant 
the intolerant, and thus show a fine and noble lesson to the world. (Cheers.

The CHAIRMAN, in referring to the work of the Hospital and the extent 
of its requirements, stated that it was situated in an exceptionally poor 
district, and that its 113 beds were nearly always all oceupied. He regretted 


the absence through ill-health of Mr. Leopold de Kothschild. There was 
one special feature of the Hospital to which he wished to allude and that 
was that it had a special ward which was exclusively devoted to 
the coreligionists of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. He e (hairman) had 


the privilege of visiting that ward the other day and was very pleased 
with what he saw. He did not wish to make comparisons between people of 
different faith and different thought, but he had been privileged by having 
the intimate friendship of members of the Jewish community, and that was 
what he knew of them: that there were no people who adhered more 
closely to the observance of their religion. The sick and suffering Jews 
who gained admittance to the Metropolitan Hospital had the opportunity 
of carrying out their religious observances alone and by themselves. That 
was an advantage which the members of any religious community must be 
delighted to enjoy.

The Emily Harris Home, 


On the fifteenth of next month, H.R.H. the Duchess of Albany will open 
the new premises of the Emily Harris Home, Alfred Place, Tottenham Court 
ltoad. The Home has been very solidly built, but it is in danger of collapse 
under a load of debt, and it is in the hope that the community may come to 
its rescue before the royal opening in a fortnight’s time that the aid of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE has been enlisted to bring the institution under public 
notice, 

The new Home, from the outside, looks like a factory, and so indeed it 


is—a factory where lonely lives are taken as raw material, cast into the 
mould of friendship, and turned into something useful, sweet andtrue, The 


object of the Home is to provide a shelter for girls who, by reason of being 
orphans, or through other causes, have no homes of their own. There is 
accommodation for forty girls, but only thirty are at present in residence, 
the remaining room being reserved for urgent cases as they arise. 
Only this week two homeless girl apprentices of the Board of Guardians were 
received in residence. There are several ex-pupils of the Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum. The girls are engaged at various occupations during 
the dav. Some are clerks, others dressmakers, milliners, ete. They are 
“mothered” by the kindliest of matrons, Miss Hyams, with whom all the 
girls are on the most affectionate terms. 

The Home consists of three storeys and a basement. The ground floor 
contains a large sitting-room, a reading-room, and the matron’'s oflice and 
sitting-room. Upstairs are five dormitories and seven small bedrooms and 
sleeping accommodation for the staff. The little rooms are very popular, 
and some of them are very tastefully decorated with photographs and other 
knick-knacks. The fees charged to residents are Ss. and s. per week, the 
extra shilling being charged for a separate bedroom. (n the top of the 
building is a roof garden, which is shortly to be planted and converted into 
a little Eden, where sunny Eves may disport themselves on summer eves. 

The basement is given over to a kitchen and large restaurant, where 
every day some 200 working girls may obtain a cheap and wholesome cinner. 
Our representative was recaled with a two-course meal for the tremendous 
sum of 5d., served at a counter by young lady philanthropists who give up 
their leisure hours to promoting the welfare of the girls. At another table 
sat the Hon, Lily Montagu, looking harassed—it must have been the debt! 
and happy at the same time—the Home is there after all! Opposite her was 
Miss Lewis, the champion work-finder, who conducts the successful employ- 
ment bureau of the West Central Jewish Girls’ Club (of which, by the way, 
most of the residents are members.) Mrs. Michaei Adler and Mrs. Fichholz 
were among the other good ladies present on the occasion of this visit. The 
restaurant is beautifully clean, well-lit and ventilated. By the use of a 
system of metal checks waiting is avoided, and the girls are served directly 
they come in. The restaurant is quite undenominational, and numbers of 
Christian girls avail themselves of the advantages offered. A number of the 
employees of Maple’s warehouse are frequent visitors. _ 

The restaurant is not only used for meals, as it is not infrequently 
devoted to social functions of a delightful kind. Thus on Sunday night it 
was given over to the members of the Dean Street Club and their friends for 
a dance, the happy revels being much enjoyed. 

The Home thus serves a variety of useful purposes. But its needs are 
many. First and foremost it requires money. Pictures, too, are needed to 
decorate the walls, and gifts of that nature would be much appreciated.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I am grateful for the privilege again afforded me of furnishing 
your readers with a brief summary of the annyal report and balance-sheet 
issued by the Committee of the Jewish Branehof the Children’s Country 
Holidays Fund. 

The charity appeals for £1,500, a truly modest sum, when it is borne in 
mind that provision for three thousand children bas to be made and that an 
accumulated deficit of £500 had to be wiped out. The success of the charity 
accounts for the «deficit ; as a matter of fact; the organisation has grown too 
rapidly to allow the Jewish community fully to realise the extent of its 
requirements. Twenty years ago, 105 children spent a fortnight in the 
country; last year 28 times as many were sent away. During the past 
season the cost of kosher food and supervision was but tis. 8'd, per child 
for the fortnight. 

The report states that the work of the charity must indeed be regarded 
as of vitalimportance. Weak and ailing children receive what the hospitals 
cannot provide them with. They are givena fortnicht’s fresh air under most 
favourable conditions. While away, the little ones are carefully supervised, 
and no effort is spared to ensure for them the fullest possible benefit from 
their stay in the country. The following statement is emphasised : 

There can be no doubt that by strengthening the bodies of ailing children this 
charity is lessening the ranks of those who, in after. years, are likely to be too weak 
to work, and thus become dependent on the charities of the community. 

Is not the foregoing wortliy of most serious thought ? 

The Committee are of opinion that if the Jewish community had a fuller 
knowledge of the work of ‘the fund, there would be no cause for any 
financial worry, and they earnestly invite those who happen to be in the 
vicinity of any of the holiday centres while the children are away, to pay the 
little ones and their superintendents a visit. 

It is satisfactory to know that no stone is left unturned by those in 
charge to provide the children with as much fresh air, healthy exercise and 
pleasure as can be crammed into the fortnight,, A holiday thus spent must 
undoubtedly give the little ones the health and vigour they so much need to 
enable them to brave the ensuing winter in their homes, in the slums, and 
crowded streets. Among those selected are cripples, blind, deaf and dumb, 
and mentally deficient children. 

Sabbath services were held in every centre, and with regard to 
the children’s behaviour, it is reported that in almost every case 
the little ones succeeded in leaving a most favourable impression 
behind them. Interesting extracts are given from the superintendents’ 
reports of the homes. Concerts were organised in various homes, to 
the delight of the villagers and the children. Local friends provided 
treats for them which were very much appreciated. Nature study 
was pursued, and specimens of leaves and flowers gathered for after 
use. Those who were fortunate enough to be located near the sea bathed 
and paddled, under the supervision of those in charge. A superintendent 
writes that on the arrival of the children at Broad Street Station, one little 
girl who left home with pale and sunken cheeks had improved so much in 
appearance that her mother at first failed to recognise her. 

Special reference is made to the practical lessons in charity which have 
been most effectively demonstrated, through the medium of the children’s 
columns of the JEWIsH CHRONICLE, by the members of the “ Young Israel” 
League and by the pupils of the religion classes of the Hampstead, the 
Central, and the Dalston Synagogues, and of Endsleigh College, N.W. The 
Committee express a hope that this excellent example, by which so many 
poor ehildren benefited, will be followed by the pupils of other religion 


classes. For this purpose, the Secretary will gladly forward collecting cards. 
In conclusion, the Committee wish to point out that no Jewish children 
can take part in the benefits of the Children’s Country Holidays Fund with- 
out the help of the Jewish branch, that this branch cannnot limit its 
expenditure, but is morally bound to keep pace with the work undertaken by

The Late Professor Marks. 

The CHAIRMAN said that in accordance with the vicissitudes of human 
life they had to pass to a very different matter, from congratulation to con 
dolence. Two men, both Vice-Presidents of the Association, both intimately 
connected with it from its inception, had passed away in old age—one in 
extreme old age—since their last meeting. Those two men, the Rev. Professor 
Marks and Mr. Ellis A. Franklin, were very different in many ways: in 


_ character, in work, in opinions, but, at all events, they were alike in the 


| secular, and for girls as well as boys. 


great interest which they showed in the work of the Association and in their 
ardent belief in the excellence of its work. In regard to the elder, Professor 
Marks, he need say very little. They had heard and read a great deal about 
the history of his career and the work which he did in the Anglo-Jewish 
community, and he did not propose to refer to thatagain. As regards the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, he had been a member of the Council from its 
very beginning, and was a Vice-President for some years. He was always 
ready to give to the Association the benefit of his powerful and striking 
eloquence at meetings. He attended their Council meetings for many years 
and was often of considerable assistance to them in their deliberations. He 
might even say that in extreme old age he retained his great interest in 
their work. His memory would be long cherished by many for the many 
services which he rendered to the community and for the striking traits of 
his personality and character. He would, therefore, propose the following 
resolution 

The Coun il of the Anglo Jewish Association desires to record its profound Me rise 
of the loss which this Association and the Jewish community have sustained by th: 
death of its venerable Vice-President, the Rev. Professor Marks. From the earliest 
davs of the Association Mr. Marks was an active member of the Council, and at al! 
tithes took an eager interest in its work. ~“Throughout his distinguished caree! 
Professor Marks Was an earnest advocate of the cause of education. both religi us ani 
The Council wishes to express its keen appr 
ciation of the services rendered to the Association by Professor Marks, and to con\: 
to Miss Marks and to the other members of the family its sincere condolence in thei: 
bereavement. 

Mr. H. G. Lousaba, in. seconding, said that Professor Marks was a 
remarkable man in many ways. In the first place he had attained an age 
which was seldom allotted to man, and in the next place seventy out of his 
ninety-seven years were amongst the most remarkable of Jewish history. 
His life was in fact an epitome of Jewish events. The chief services which 
he had rendered to the community were in the cause of education, the cause 
of religious emancipation and in the cause of charity. He came to the front 
in vindicating the rights of the oppressed, no matter in what country 1! 
might be. In a measure he had anticipated the work of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. He took a deep interest in the work of the London hospitals. 
There was hardly a meeting at the Mansion House at which his voice Was 
not heard. They might be proud to have had such a man working with them 
and his name added a lustre to their annals. 

The resolution was carried tnanimously, all present upstanding. 


The late Mr. Ellis A. Franklin, 

The CHAIRMAN said that with regard to the late Mr. Ellis A. Franklin it 
was not easy to speak of him jast. because he was so very intimate a frien’ 
of the Association. Certainly it was not easy to praise his services to th: 
Association too highly. Mr. Franklin was from the beginning a member 0! 
the Council and had held the office of Treasurer for thirty years from th: 
commencement of the Association. While strength was still allotted to hin 
he hardly ever missed a meeting of the Executive Committce and of th: 
Council, and he (the Chairman) thought that just because he belonged to the 
most orthodox section of the community his joining the Association and hi- 
services to it were of the very greatest value. He joined it ata time when 
—possibly from a misconception of its aims and objects—it needed som 
courage on his part. He never faltered in his adhesion to the Association 
and was always willing from the earliest times to lift up his voice for its 
cause. From first to last he was one of its staunchest and best friends, 
always ready to give advice and help with his generosity. It was no! 
necessary to say anything about his character, so gentle, 80 kind and 80 
sympathetic. His own relations with the late Mr. Franklin since he became 
President of the Association were relations of extreme cordiality, and many 
were the kinduesses which he owed to him. He concluded by moving th:

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. ELKAN N, ADLER, the 
Council expressed its deep sense of acknowledgement to Mr. E. 5. Kadoorie. 

A recommendation of the Ladies’ Committee, with reference to the 
Evelina de Rothschild School in Jerusalem, was adopted. It was to the 
effect that as the cost of living in Jerusalem is still very high and is not 
likely to decrease, and as the Ladies’ Committee do not approve of giving a 
bonus to the teachers each year, the salaries of certain teachers should be 
increased, the increase being paid retrospectively as from Ist January, 1909. 

A Meeting in Brighton. 

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that the Special Finance Committee had 
arranged a meeting in Brighton on the 13th June. He had promised to go 
down and address the meeting, and the Committee would be glad if other 
members of the Council would also go down. It was not proposed to estab- 


lish a separate branch in Brighton, as the people there wished to be allied to 
London, 


THE QUEEN’S HOSPITAL FOR CHILDREN.—The annual meeting of 
the Governors of the Queen’s Hospital for Children, Hackney Road, was held at the 
institution on Monday, Col. Lord William Cecil, M.V.O., presiding. The Chairman 
presented the report a the past year, which showed that the work of the Hospital 
had increased considerably, over 1,700 in-patients, and nearly 31,000 out-patients 
having been treated during 1908. At the same time, the receipts had fallen short of 
the expenditure by over £1,300, and with arrearsamounting to £2,100 brought forward 
from 1907, the Committee were faced with the task of wiping off a deficit of £3,400, in 
addition to the collection of £11,000 required for the upkeep of the Hospital during 
the present year. It was encouraging to note that increased support had been 
received from King Edward's and the Hospital Sunday and Saturday Funds in 
recognition of good management and economical administration, and with this 
expression of approval from the Funds, the Committee appeal with confidence to the 
public to provide the assistance now so urgently needed.

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The Chief Rabbi’s 
Seventieth Birthday. 


The community hardly require to be reminded that on Sunday the Chief 
Rabbi celebrates the seventieth anniversary of his birthday. Dr. Hermann 
Adler is pre-eminently a product of heredity. The blood of many genera- 
tions of Rabbis flows in his veins; he is the embodiment of a fine rabbinical 
tradition. We in England remember his father who filled before him the 
office of Chief Rabbi, but a family tradition carries his ancestry back to R. 
Simeon. the Preacher, the author of the Yalkut, who lived in the 11th century, 
and he can trace relationship to R. Tebele Schiff, who became Chief Rabb! 
in England in 1765. If he had this long rabbinical chain behind him as an 
inspiration and incentive to add himself as a golden link, he owed his early 
education directly to his father, and thus as a little child learned at his sire’s 
lips the elements of that scholarship which is now the crown and glory of 
his old age. From another 
relative, Dr. Michael Sactrs, 
he probably acquired his 
homiletical skill, and he 
built up his rabbinical 
knowledge under Rapoport 
and Wessely at Prague, 
where he obtained his 
diploma. He graduated at 
Leipsie in 1862. 


A Strenuous Career. 


Dr. Adler has throughout 
his career been a man of 
action: he has lived a 
strenuous life,never sparing 
himself in the service of 
his community and mankind. 
The statistician would find 
ample material in Dr, Adler's 
life. He could tell us how 
many sermons he has preach- 
ed, how many synagogues 
he has consecrated, how 
many good causes he has 
advocated—and the figures 
would astonish us all. . We 
read last week that half-a- 
century has already elapsed 
since Dr. Adler preached his 
first sermon, and conse- 
crated -his first synagogue, 
and we know that even 
before he went to pursue 
his studies abroad he was 
an eloquent preacher, 
because we have before us 
an advertisement inserted 
in our evlumns, in 1860, by 
the heads of the New Syna- 
gogue, thanking Dr. Adler 
for two sermons he. had 
preached there on the high 
festivals, and reference is 
made to his eloquence, his 
depth of religious feeling, 
his wide knowledge of 
Jewish literature. On his 
return from the Continent, 
he threw himself into com- 
munal work, and his 
appointment at Bayswater 
opened up to him a wide 
sphere of activity, and en- 
abled him to reveal those 
qualities of mind and heart 
which have since been his 
most marked characteris- 
tics. “ Thorough” is one of 
Dr. Adler's watchwords, and 
during his tenure of office 
at Bayswater he set a lofty 
standard of ministerial duty. 
Possessed of considerable 
charm and savoir faire, he 
attached every member of 
his congregation to him- 
self as a personal friend. 

He made “ visiting” a fine 
art. His “eagle” eye was 
quick to detect abstention 
from synagogue attendance. He sought out the reason in each individual 
case, and thereby worked up a congregation that was the finest in London. 


Two Stories. 


On one occasion Dr. Adler, arriving on a Sabbath morning at the Bayswater 
Synagogue, was evidently perturbed. He had noticed on his way that the 
son of one of his members, who had recently died and who had been a most 
observant Jew, had his shop open. Dr. Adler said nothing before the service, 
but afterwards he gave expression, in the vestry room, to his intense indig- 
nation. Despite all protests, he determined, before returning home to 
breakfast, to visit the recaleitrant sheep of his flock. Needless to say, 
he succeeded in his mission. Who could refuse Dr. Adler under such 
circumstances ? 

sv way of illustration of the affection which Dr. Adter inspired in his 
congregants, a story was once told of a minister being summoned to the 
bedside of a dying man. When addressing a few words of comfort to the 
wife, he asked if she and her husband did not belong to any synagogue. 
“Oh, yes,” was the reply; “we have been members of Bayswater for years.” 
“Of Bayswater?” asked the minister in astonishment. “ Then why did you 
send for me?” “ Well,” replied the woman, tearfully, “my husband is 
suffering from diphtheria, and I didn’t want to put Dr. Hermann to any risk.” 


THE CHIEF RABBI. 


Appointment as Chief Rabbi. 


Dr. Adler gradually came to be regarded as the leading Jewish ministe,y 
in London, and when, in 1879, his father’s ill-health compelled him to 
delegate his duties to other hands, the choice of Dr. Hermann Adler as his 
assistant was inevitable. Dr. Adler fulfilled his duties with so much success 
that there was no doubt who the new Chief Rabbi would be when, in 189). 
the Chief Rabbinate became vacant, on the death of Dr. Nathan Adler, and 
he was formally installed on June the 25rd, 1891. It is noteworthy that his 
installation sermon was the first address of the kind delivered in England 
by an Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi in England, and here it may be appropriate to 
refer to Dr. Adler’s powers as a preacher; though this seems a task of super- 
erogation, inasmuch as there can be few in this country who have not at one 
time or another listened to his eloquent discourses, 


Dr. Adler as a Preacher. 


Dr. Adler physically is not a“ great” man, but his dignified presence jn 
the pulpit and the power of his personality make up for all deficiencies jy 
this respect. His elocution, if marred at times by a slight lisp, is remark- 
ably impressive and its appeal to the congregation is the more direct 
inasmuch as what Dr. Adler says he means, and what he means hesays. A 
close student from his youth upwards of English literature, he is possessed

So much for the manner of 
his sermons. In his choice 
of subject. Dr. Adler has 
naturally to be guided by 
considerations of time. place 
and circumstances. He has 
a happy knack of choosing 
subjects that are of topiea! 
interest, and he has never 
shrunk, when occasion has 
demanded, from stating his 
views clearly and emphati- 
cally upon matter 
which seemed to call for a 
pronouncement from his 
lips. Where condemnation 
appeared necessary, he has 


condemned. Where praise 
was called for, he has 
praised. 


| Communal Policy. 

Dr. Adler, when occasion 
requires, does not “ hedge 
on matters of public 

Opinion. One instance of 
his behaviour in this respect 
is furnished by his attitude 
in regard to the formation 
of the Jewish Religious 

_ Union, in which he saw a 

—--— veiled attempt to strike at 
the established forms of 
Jewish worship. Most otf 
our readers will remember 
his sermon preached in the 
St. John’s Wood Synagogue, entitled “ The Old Paths,” in which be declared 
that the Union service as it was then arranged did not spell “reform” bu’ 
“revolt,” and contained within it the germs of division, discord and 
severance. Dr. Adler's fear may have been unfounded, but he felt that the 
interests of orthodox Jadaism were at stake, and, like the trusty sentinel. 
he sounded the alarm. But if Dr. Adler is emphatic in his vindication 0! 
those principles by which bis life has been guided, no trace of bigotry is 
ever to be detected in his sermons. Even in the oration just referre dl 
to, he recognised the sincerity of the purposes which the Religious 
Union had set itself to achieve, and described it as “a worth)

endeavour to devise means for deepening the religious spirit 
those members of the community who at present hold = aloo 


from the services of the synagogue.” As we have said, Dr. Adler has always 
been able to call up a fand of latent courage. The most tolerant of men 
towards other creeds, he has never failed to expose some of the absurdities 
which he felt to permeate Christian belief, and his course of sermons vn 
this subject at the Bayswater Synagogue forms a notable addition + 
Jewish apologetics. The methods of the conversionists have frequent y 
fallen under his lash. He bas denounced social evils with all the ogre 
of the ancient prophets, and much of the respect in which he is held by ai 
general community must be attributed to the fact that his voice has always 
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been raised at the right time in reference to the problems confronting the 
community at large. 


Charitable Work. 


The general charities of the country have found in him a staunch and 
consistent advocate. His eloquence has always been sought on the plat- 
forms of the Mansion House and other centres of charity throughout the 
metropolis. To the charities of his own community he has been an 
enormous asset, and there is hardly any form of communal service which 
does not find in him a warm and consistent friend. He is a King of 
Schnorrers on behalf of various charities and does not mind any amount of 
trouble and inconvenience where the financial interests of any of our insti- 
tutions are at stake. Dr. Adler regards charity as the highest expression of 
the religious spirit. He combines the old rachmonus with the modern science 
of charity. He believes that system is as necessary in every form of charity 
as in all other phases of human activity. He has not only been a champion 
beggar for our charities, but has been a champion recruiting sergeant. 
Many and many a valuable communal worker owes his introduction to the 
service of the community to Dr. Adler's intervention, and the Chief Rabbi's 
house in Craven Hill has more than once been utilised for the purpose of 
securing young men and women for the work of the community. 


As an Educationist. 


Dr. Adler is not only great as a preacher; he is great also as a 
teacher. Much of his personal teaching has naturally been conveyed 
through the medium of his pulpit utterances, but his indireet educational 
work has been of no less value and of considerable importance to the com- 
munity. His connection with Jews’ College dates many vears back. and he 
has served that institution as Lecturer, Principal and President. The 
majority of his colleagues owe their education to the institution which 
he has so strongly supported, It is not for us at this moment to discuss the 
history of that. phase of communal politics which, in past years, centred round 
the rabbinical diploma. Suffice it for the moment to congratulate ourselves 
upon the fact that this question has now been happily settled, and probably 
no one more than Dr. Adler rejoices at the fact that there is every prospect 
of a young generation of rabbis rising in this country who will create a new 
tradition while upholding the old. 

To our communal schools Dr. Adler has been a real friend. The Bavs- 
water Schools particularly owe much to his direct personal. interest. The 
Religious Education Board is one of his pet institutions, and no better 
illustration of Dr. Adler's broad-mindedness can be found than in the fact 
that he has steadily refused to allow the efficiency of the administration of 
the Board to be impaired by the exclusion from its councils. of men from 
whom he differs on theological questions, but to whose capacity and educa- 
tional equipment he would be the first to pay a tribute. He possesses 
suflicient self-confidence to know that the religious interests of the children 
in charge of the Board are safe in his keeping, and he is not so bigoted as 
to refuse the help of men, as broad-minded as himself, who know the need of 
Jewish religious instruction being imparted to the young, and who do not 
care much about the particular shade of that teaching so long as the 
children concerned are brought up with the fear of God firmly implanted in 
their hearts. Dr. Adler isa lover of children, and is perhaps in his best 
vein when talking to them. He understands the child mind, and knows how 
to interest and amuse little folks. To the vounger members of the com- 
munity he always preaches a message of sunshine, and his own sunny 
disposition gives that message, when coming from his lips,a real significance. 


A Man of Peace. 


The Chief Rabbi is essentially a man of peace. The whole of his life 
has been devoted to promoting communal unity and harmony. He has 
striven to make one great family of the whole of Anglo-Jewry, and nothing 
has caused him greater pain and anxiety than when, from time to time, 
dissension has broken out, and the fissiparous tendencies which are 
inherent in the Jewish nature have manfested themselves in this country. 
Dr. Adler has always laboured to prevent these quarrels and dissensions 
from exceeding the bounds of our own community. He has made of the 
oth Din in Whitechapel a real house of judgment, and his impartiality and 
sound commonsense have been recognised times without number by the 
magistrates and judges of the country referring Jewish cases to him for 
decision and settlement. Dr. Adler's own moderation has had a soothing 
effect on the community. A man of more violent views might have fanned 
the flames of communal discord, but Dr. Adler is always endeavouring to 
allay strife and calm differences, It is these qualities that have won for him 
the affection of those standing outside the orthodox community, who look up 
to him with sincere and unfeigned admiration. 


The Chief Rabbi and the Outside World. 

If Dr. Adler has rendered great services to the community within, he 
has perhaps rendered it even greater services without. The Chief Rabbi 
represents the community to the outside world with a dignity and resource- 
fulness which have stood Anglo-Jewry in great stead for many years past. 
By the outside world he is regarded with as much respect and veneration as 
the ecclesiastical heads of the English chureh. His courtly bearing, his wit, 
and his eloquence, have made him acceptablewwherever he goes. The atten- 
tion paid by the general Press of the country t@ the occasion which we are 
now celebrating is a singular proof of the regard in which he is held by the 
general community of the country. Dr. Adler does not think that his duty 
is ended by merely representing the community when occasion demands, but 
he is ready to defend it with all the resources of his voice and pen. Most 
of our readers will remember his vigorous replies to the attacks of Professor 
Goldwin Smith, and the numerous similar vindications of the Jewish name 
which he has from time to time undertaken. The honour conferred on him 
by the University of Aberdeen, which made him an honorary Doctor of 
Divinity, and by the Athenzeum Club, which elected him an honorary 
member, show that in the worlds of learning and of letters he is highly 
appraised, 

Purely Personal. 

Dr. Adler has been blessed with a wonderful helpmeet in Mrs. Adler, 
whose services in so carefully watching over his health have already 
been acknowledged in these columns. Dr. Adler is fond of pretending to 
revolt against this domestic guardianship, but he would be the first to 
acknowledge how much he owes to it. In Miss Nettie Adler he has found 
another worthy assistant, and the educational annals of this country prove 
how ably she has upheld the traditions of her name. It must be a source of 
“reat joy to Dr. and Mrs. Adler to know that their beloved son, the Rey. 
S. Alfred Adler, shows some signs of regaining his health and strength, and 
the community will join with them inthe prayer that their fondest hopes in this 
direction may be realised. Mrs. Alfred Eichholzadds her communal efforts to 
those of the rest of her family and willshare in the congratulations which 
are being showered on the Adler family this week. A word also must he said 
in reference to Mr. E. Drielsma, who, for many vears, has acted with con- 
spicuous devotion as Dr. Adler's Private Secretary, and has greatly 
contributed to lightening his arduous labours,

Anglo-Jewish Association. 


At the meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association last 
Sunday, 

Mr. C. G, MONTEFIORE, the President, said: My first duty to-day is a 
clad one which l am only Loo proud to be allowed to introduce to you, It is 
that we pass a vote of congratulation to the Chief Rabbi, who is also a Vice- 
President of the Association, on his approaching seventieth birthday. Ido 
not think it is necessary for me to speak in any detail about the various and 
conspicuous services which the Chief Rabbi has rendered to Judaism and to 
the community generally. He has become endeared to every section of the 
community, whatever their opinions, whether religious or political. 
Perhaps I may be allowed to say one word as to the admirable manner in 
which he represents the Jews of this country to the outside world. Those 
perhaps who may not be quite so familiar as some of us with outside bodies 
may not be able to realise the respect and admiration in which the Chief 
Rabbi's tact and personality are held amongst our fellow-citizens as a whole. 
| remember on one occasion when that personality and eloquence had a 
remarkable reception. It was at a very large meeting of the Council of 
Public Morality, at which the Bishop of London was in the Chair, and Dr. 
Adler rose at a very late period in the proceedings. It was very striking to 
see that one minute after he had risen he held that meeting, and he sat down 
amid a tempest of applause. I only mention that instance to show the power 
which Dr. Adler holds amongst the outside world, not only by his eloquence 
but also by his invariable tact and his character. As regards our own 
Association, Dr. Adler has taken for many years a very considerabie interest 
in its work. Although he is not able; on account of other duties, to come to 
our Council meetings, he nevertheless takes a very keen interest and has 
often, behind the scenes, been able to render very considerable assistance to 
our cause, and it is in the knowledge of nearly everybody present that his 
speech at the annual meetings is always looked forward to and lends a 
special distinction to thoseoccasions. There is not a single member of the 
Council who does not heartily wish him every happiness in what we hope 


will be many years to come of active labour and services to the com-, 


munity in which he is so eminent « servant and so distinguished an oflicer. I, 
therefore, propose the following resolution :— 

The Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association offers its sincere and heartfelt con 
cratulations to its colleague and Vice-President, the \ ery Rev. the Chief Rabbi. upon 
the occasion of his seventieth birthday Apart from the high regard in which the 
Council, in common with the whole community, holds Dr. Adler, it feels a special 


sense of gratitude to him for the many services which he has rendered to the Asso ia- 


tion At the annual meetings and on other occasions he has spoken with eloquence 
and power in favour of its work, and he has always evinced a deep interest in its 
cause. The Council earnestly trust that he may long be spared to continue 


unimpaired, in health and vigour, his many labours for the community and for 
Judaism. 

Mr. B. KIscH, in seconding, said that he felt there was little he could 
add to what had been so well said by the Chairman. He would like to say 
that it had been an extremely fortunate thing for the community at large 
that it had for so long so admirable a spokesman and represehtative at 
public meetings in which members of all religious denominations took part, 
There were many who could testify to the respect and esteem in which Dr. 
Adler was held by the outside world.

That the members of the Board of Shechita offer to the Very Rey. Dr. Adler their 
cordial congratulations on the occasion of the attainment by him of his seventieth 
birthday. They are pleased to place on record their sense of the benefit conferred on 
the whole of Jewry by Dr. Adler's occupancy of the exalted position of Chief Rabbi 
of the United Hebrew Congregations of the British Empire, and they trust that his 
life may be prolonged, and that he may be blessed with health and strength to con- 
tinue to adorn the office he fills with such distinction to himself and advantage to the 
Jewish community.

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PAST APPRENTICES’ LEAGUE. 


[Communicated.| 

The inaugural meeting of the Past Apprentices’ League was held, on 
Sunday, at the offices of the Board of Guardians. Among those present were 
Messrs. M. Stephany, Frank Morley, Philip S. Waley, George M. Lazarus, and 
B. A. Fersht. ; 

A letter was read from Mr. Leonard L. Cohen, regretting his inability to 
attend, and wishing the League every success. 

Mr. Josern GLUCKSTEIN, who presided, said they had been called together, 
to assist in forming a Past Apprentices’ League, a title that, by its initial 
letters, I’. A. L., denoted the feeling that he trusted would always exist 
between the honorary workers and the boys themselves, because if they 
were not all pals in the fullest sense of the term, the good result that the 
founders anticipated could not be achieved, He hoped there would not exist 
the feeling that, because some of those connected with the movement happened 
to be in a better financial position than many of the boys, it would be impos- 
sible for such persons to understand the hardships of the working-iman who 
depended upon finding work, to provide his daily bread. He assured them 
that the movement was an honest endeavour to utilise all the forces that 
were now being wasted. It was a self-respecting attempt on the lines of 
mutual assistance and guidance to insure practically against misfortune, 
and without the aid of charitable gifts. It was a mistake to suppose that il 
a boy was poor he could not be useful, because they were all as men on the 
same level for good, independent of how mach money they had. It was 
suggested that the business men connected with the Industrial Committee 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians might persuade manufacturers to give their 
members a preference when they were taking on labour,and a letter had been 
prepared to be sent to various employers. With this circular would besenta 
personal letter from someone who knew the firm addressed, He urged the lads to 
attend technical classes and night schools to improve their general education. 
He expressed the hope that the Board would have the advantage of the 
practical help of the members as visiting Guardians. He enumerated some 
of the advantages which membership of the League would entail, including 
the obtaining of information as to undesirable trades and masters. 

On the motion of Mr. FRANK MORLEY, seconded by Mr. JAcoB ASHER, 
Mr. Glauckstein was unanimously elected.President. The following were also 
elected: Messrs. Jacob Asher, Vice-President; Philip S. Waley, Treasurer ; 
B. H. Segal, Hon. Secretary; and Israel Davidoff, Hyman Mazzer, Lewis 
Solomon and Mark Schneider, Committee. 

The draft rules were considered and passed with certain modifications, 
the CHAIRMAN stating that a printed copy as revised would be sent to every 
member of the League. A discussion took place on the subject of Technical 
Schools, and before closing the meeting the PRESIDENT asked all the members 
to advise the Secretary of any old boys whom they knew who would like to 
join the League. Arrangements have been made, through the intervention 
of Mrs. Eichholz, for the use of the rooms of the Deaf and Dumb Club, 1, 
New Street, Bishopsgate, for every Wednesday evening, starting June 2nd, 
where the Secretary and other officers will be in attendance from 8 to 10 p.m, 
and will be glad to furnish fall particulars to intending members. 

The Secretary will also be in attendance at the board of Guardians next 
Sunday between 11 and 12 o'clock. 


Central Synagogue. 


Last Sunday, a very large congregation was present at one of the special services 
for girls that are held periodically at this synagogue. The synagogue was decorated 
_with flowers sent by Mr. Leopold de Rothchild. The service was conducted by the 
Revs. Michael Adler and E. Spero, and Mr. J. Hollander officiated at the organ. Messrs. 
Herbert P. Davisand Eric Davis acted as Stewards under the supervision of Mr. L. J. 
Salomons, the Secretary of the synagogue. 

Before the service commenced, a copy of Singer's Prayer-Book, bound in white 
leather, with the name of each recipient stamped in gold (the gift of the Board of 
Management) was handed to the girls in the waiting-room by Mr. E. P. Davis, the 
Warden, and Mr. Asher Isaacs, the Financial Representative, each of whom delivered 
short speeches. 

The service ‘consisted of the Afternoon Service, Psalms 100, 15 and 25, and a 
prayer recited by the girls. 

The Rev. Micuaet Ap Ler delivered an address from Proverbs xxxi., 26, on the 
meaning of true wisdom as shown in the character of the ideal daughter of Israel. He 
pointed out that this consisted in a proper understanding of the aim and object of 
existence, in an attempt to form right character, in building up the fabric of our lives 
upon a basis of love and fear of God.

They wonld understand that whilst God 
wished them to enjoy life by not denying themselves pure pleasures, they must not 
lose sight of the serious side of existence, for there was ample work for each of them 
to do in “loving their neighbours as themselves,” in seeking to shed rays of light 
upon the lives of those whose daily lot, alas! was too often one of sorrow and 
tears—by active sympathy and loving assistance, and so make themselves of some 
real use in the world. All these beautiful teachings of duty and wisdom they owed 
to their holy Law, to which they would strive to remain ever loyal, attached by cords 
of love that no power on earth could sever, proud of being Jewesses and seeking to 
hallow the name of God in the sight of all mankind, to acknowledge the God of their 
fathers and to serve Him with a perfect heart and a willing mind. A prayer con- 
cluded the address, and the singing of Adon Olam brought to a close a most 
impressive and striking service.

JEWISH TEACHERS AND 


DAY SCHOOL APPOINTMENTS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,-As one of the rank and file, may I crave the courtesy of your 
columns to offer some remarks on the discussion opened up in your issue of 
May lith. It is with considerable reluctance that I enter the arena of 
public discussion, but my reasons for doing so will appear in the course of 
this letter. 

Your correspondent performs a much-needed service, in causing parents 
to pause, and consider very carefully before deciding to choose teaching asa 
career for their sons and daughters. Jewish teachers, secking employment in 
public elementary schools, are confronted at every turn, by obstacles that 
are manifold and harrassing. Matters are not improving for the com 
paratively small number of our teachers, now that the L.C.C, Education 
authorities have thrown open wide the doors of the education service ty 
the most capable students from all parts of the country, finally choosing 
these from a limited number who form the “ College List.” 

So far, we cannot point to anything in these arrangements, which can 
fairly be said to be founded on prejudice against the Jewish teacher. He 
chooses to enter the profession under these conditions, of which he has, o: 
should have, full knowledge. Thus, he takes his chance—a risky one of 
securing employment at the end of his studentship, like the thousands of his 
Gentile colleagues. No doubt, the Jewish teachers, in common with those o! 
the profession all through the country, are feeling the effects of an over 
supply, and are certain to have their share of the consequent unemployment. 
Personally, | know of three Jewish teachers employed in schools far removed 
from the “ Jewish” area, and another, who had been at a school in a pro- 
vincial town: In all four cases, the relations between these teachers and 
their “heads” were of the friendliest character. But the average Jewish 
teacher will hardly seek a situation anywhere, except in a few particular 
schools. Can we, therefore, assert, from a fair number of instances, that 
other schools are barred to all Jewish teachers? And if the number of our 
teachers continues to increase, so that in time it far exceeds the number 
capable of being absorbed in the “ Jewish " area, what then ? 

After congratulating ourselves that creed-tests have been abolished, 
and religious beliefs are to have no influence in filling vacant posts—I don't 
deny that instances to the contrary have occurred now and then—are Jews 
to advise, or even suggest, that a representative public body like the L.C.C. 
is to discriminate, and cause religious belief to be considered and taken 
into account in determining appointments? Asa small community weshould 
bear in mind that such discrimination, if applied in all cases, in any public 
service, must be to our disadvantage in the long run. In seeking to re-intro- 
duce it we are playing with fire. 

As to Jewish students in Teachers’ Training Colleges, there are 
instances of prejudice, no doubt. I trust that the following example is 
sufficiently interesting to warrant its being recorded. During my own 
career at college, my turn had come to teach a class of boys, in the college, 
before fifty students and the tutor. This is known as a Criticism Lesson, 
because atthe conclusion, the poor student has to rum the gauntlet of a 
searching criticism; not only his methods and matter, but even his voice 
and gestures are subjected to very free comment. The subject of my lesson, 
strange to relate, was “The Coming of Christianity.” I put as cheerful a 
face upon the matter as was possible, and prepared for the ordeal. Without 
notice, the subject was suddenly altered on a public notice-board, and al! 

This was too much. | 
saw the tutor, who told me that some students had informed him that I, being 
a Jew, would not be able, or willing, to give sucha lesson. I, however, saw 
nothing wrong, and desired to be permitted to give the lesson, in order that 
all misconception might be removed. My request was granted. The lesson 
was very successful, and | am glad to think that the relations between the 
non-Jewish students and ourselves were immensely improved after this 
episode. 

1 believe it would be profitable, if some of us could imagine ourselves in 
the position of our Gentile neighbours, and remember that bigotry is often- 
times born’and reared with them, and our own way of combating it is often 
responsible for much harm. So let us not imperil! our hard-earned rights b) 
hasty thoughts and deeds. If we desire others to be tolerant and broad- 
minded, let us set the example first; and thus cause prejudice to be slowly bu! 
surely dispelled. Let us deal with injustice, when and where it asserts itself, 
with the means already at our hand; demanding justice for our children and 
teachers, in aceordance with the truest interpretation of “ education,” 
namely, the seeking after truth.

impelled by a noble desire to clear a cruelly libelled people from a foul 
charge, Professor H. L. Strack, nearly twenty vears ago, published, in 
(ierman, a book on the charge of ritual murder. This book made a great 
sensation on the Continent. It came from an eminent Christian theolovian. 
and it dealt the death-blow to the myth in so far as reasonable men are con- 
cerned, It went through edition after edition. Now we have the book 
English (“The Jew and Human Sacrifice,’ London, Cope 
price 10s. 

There is no need to commend the work: it has already established 
itself as a classic. Professor Strack (now Professor of Theology at the 
University of Berlin) wrote with two objects. One, as already indicated, 
was to defend the Jews. But the other was to wipe off a disgrace from 
Christians. He felt that it was a blot on Western, and, in particular, on 
Christian, civilisation that such a superstition should still tind credence. 
When the history of human folly in the nineteenth century comes to be judved, 
severe indeed will be the verdict avainst those who allowed themselves to 
dally with this particular belief. What a careless man may write in 
his study is translated into horrible deeds by an ignorant mob. Those who, 
in the past pretended,and the few who still, in the present, pretend that they 
believe in the myth, are the real authors of massacre and wrong. 

Professor Strack’s book falls into two parts. In the first he deals with 
superstitions, which at various times have been harboured by many nations, 
with regard to the use and efficacy of blood in folk-medicine and 
other practices of the masses. This part of the book is an excellent con- 
tribution to folk-lore. The greater section deals with the superstition as 
directed against Judaism. Professor Strack proves that Judaism had an 
abhorrence of all such practices, that the Jewish Law forbade the use of 
blood, that it is an absurd and calumnious notion that Christian blood was 
required or allowed for any rite whatever of the Jewish religion. He 
exposes with relentless power the falsehoods and tricks of anti-Semites like 
Rohling. Then ina very effective chapter he examines some of the most 
notorious charges in detail: he shows how some so-called confessions were 
extorted by the most inhuman tortures—this part of the book will be sad 
reading for Christians, the great and overwhelming majority of whom, of 
eourse, abominate the charge against the Jews and repudiate it. Then we 
have a fine collection of opinions by Jews and Christians, scholars, Kings, 
and Popes, all of whom with the utmost emphasis deny the truth of the 
accusation. It is all thoroughly well done. 

It is a pity that one cannot speak with unqualified praise of the transla- 
tion. The English is often awkward. It sometimes obscures Strack’'s 
meaning ; on p. 166 a whole line (line 12) has crept in without any authority 
apparently it is a variant of line 17 on p. 162); sach translations as that on 
the top of p. 192 weaken Strack’'s foreible remark. The English runs: 
“The careful reader may perceive, even in Deckert’s excessively biassed 
account, that a ‘ritual murder’ is nothing less than proved.” The German 
for “ nothing less " is “nichts weniger’; and what Strack really means is 
that Deckert’s account utterly fails to prove a case. The English means 
the same, but is unfortunately ambiguous. 

Bat despite faults like these, the English edition should serve a good 
purpose. Moreover, this edition is in some respects superior even to the 
latest German issue, for the author has added fresh material and has brought 
the plea up to date. Thus, the book deserves the fullest encouragement, and 
the enterprise of translator and publishers should be rewarded by a large 
sale. To Professor Strack once more let a word of heart-felt thanks be 
spoken. He has suffered for his advocacy of the Jewish cause. He has been 
assailed by the anti-Semites, and has been subjected to personal abuse and 
obloquy. But he may rest secure in the feeling that what he has done isa 
deed written on the eternal roll of fame. Not only Jews, but also Christians 
have cause for gratitude to him. He has vindicated the conscience of Europe, 


A Grammar of the Septuagint. 

The Greek translation of the Hebrew Bible gathers in interest year by 
year. Begun in the third century 8.c., in Alexandria, this version introduced 
the non-Jewish world to the Jewish Scriptures. At one time it was thought 
that the Greek used by the translators was something unique, a kind of 
Jewish Greek dialect. But receat discoveries of papyri and inscriptions 
have shown that the Greek of the Version was the current, popular Greek 
used by many thousands all over the Hellenistic world. But there is certainly 
a Semitic element, a Hebrew element, in its votabularyand grammar. WNence 
the study of the Septuagint is doubly interesting. It is a good introduction 
to Hellenistic Greek in general, and it is also a stepping-stone to an under- 
standing of the character of the religious ideas which were conveyed to the 
world through the dissemination of the Bible. 

The author of this grammar is Mr. H. St. John Thackeray, who is well-

The hook is anouymous, though the name is given of the 
writer of a spirited preface, the Rey. Bernard Moultrie. Both he and the 
writer deserve much praise for the book. Those who are acquainted with 
current theology will realise that here we have it juster, a truer, and a more 
independent treatment than is usual. The title is:

It is altogether superior to the discussion of the 
same subject which was given by an eminent professor at the recent Oxford 
Congress of Religion. 


Some Latest Publications. 

One of the recurrent puzzles which trouble the writer of these notes, is 
this: To what extent are books to be mentioned merely because they are 
written by Jews?’ I make no attempt to solve this question, but proceed, 
in defiance of consistency, ‘to call attention to the new book by Dr. C. S. 
Myers, Lecturer in Experimental Psychology in Cambridge, and Professor of 
Psychology in King’s College, London.. The book is entitled: “A Text-Book 
of Experimental Psychology,” and is published by Arnold, price Xs. 6d. net. 
This book will enlarge the ranks of those who appreciate Dr. Myers’ con- 
tributions to this science. His reputation is already of the highest. 

Recently, Dr. L. R. Farnell was elected Lecturer in “ Natural and 
Comparative Religion” at Oxford—a new departure. He has now published 
his “ Inaugural Lecture,’ which may be commended to the attention of all 
students of the coming science (it is not yet come of Comparative 
Religion. (Oxford, Blackwell, price 1s. net). 

A new system of connected topical references to all the greatest 
themes of Scripture is the chief feature of Dr. C. 1. Scofield’s edition of the 
“Holy Bible” (Frowde, 10s. 6d.). The old series of marginal references left 
much room for improvement. 

In Murray's * Remance of the East” Series (price 2s. 6d. net), Dr. L. D. 
barnett has published * The Golden Town.” This series is designed to open 
up for English readers the great storehouses of Oriental romance, especially 
in Sanskrit and Chinese. 

Mr. J. C. Francis (famous for his connection with the Athenwum and 
Notes and Queries) has written for Mr, Fisher Unwin a volumé entitled 
“Notes by the Way” (price 10s. tid. net). The Jews of England are to 
receive considerable, though apparently desultory, attention.

The Jew in Current Literature. 


Mesopotamia. 


“A Short Cut to India,” by Mr. David Fraser, deals entirely with 
Turkey in Asia and Persia, following the proposed route of the Bagdad 
Railway from the Bosphorus to the Persian Gulf. Palestine and Syria con- 
sequently lie outside of Mr. Fraser's track, but, on the other hand, 
Mesopotamia—-which may prove a place of sojourn for Jewry—lies well 
within it and it is interesting to learn what our well-informed author has to 
say of this historic region. The great need of Mesopotamia, Mr. Fraser 
seems to hold, is population. Turkey in Asia is sadly lacking in inhabitants 
and in many parts the soil is such as hardly to support a closely settled 
population. This, however, cannot. with justice be said of Mesopotamia, for 
there the country gives far more promise of fruitfulness than in the regions 
to the north-west. * Lower Mesopotamia,” we are told, “contains millions 
of acres of land of unsurpassed fertility, lying upon the very banks of rivers 
and old canals. And tribes squat upon these banks and dangle their feet 
in the water when they might be working, to their own profit and wealth.” 
To derive an adequate population from among the natives of Turkey, Mr. 
Fraser considers to be beyond the limits of hope. No Europeans are likely 
to settle on the land there, and Turkey does not want, Asiatics of alien race 
and creed to repopulate her territories. The possibility of the success ofa 
Jewish settlement the author does not consider, although it should by no 
means be outside of discussion. 


Henry Divorce. 

The first of the Five Queens whose trials Mr. R.Storry Deans narrates 
in“ The Trials of Five Queens,” is Catherine of Aragon. He omits from his 
interesting narrative all references to the Jewish theologians whose aid 
was called in by all parties, in order to ascertamm the aspect of the case from 
the point of view of Jewish law. It will. be remembered that one ef these, 
Mark Raphael, who had been engaged on the side of Henry, somewhat 
ingeniously suggested that although the marriage between Henry and 
Catherine was valid, there was no obstacle in Jewish law to Henry taking a 
second wife. Somewhat curiously it transpires from the book under notice 
that even the Pope himself was not averse to such a solution of the problem 
with which he was faced, and weuld very probably have been willing to 
grant a special dispensation to Henry to contract a second marriage, but the 
whole subject speedily took ap a political complexion, and the power of the 
Pope in the matter gradually waned.

There has always been a very severe struggle between the Liberalism 
which was bred in Mr. Stead’s bones and his intense Russophilism fed and 
nourished by the flattering manner in which he has on several occasions been 
entertained by members of the ruling class in Russia, from the Tsar down 
wards. The struggle between these two opposing tendencies is nowhere 
better displayed than in Mr. Stead’s biography of his principal heroine, 
Mme. Novikoff, the M.P. for Russia, as he terms her. To Mr. Stead Mme. 
Novikoff falls very little below the level of a latter-day saint. 

If there are chapters in the volumes under notice in which Mr. Stead 
shows a leaning towards Liberalism, the twelfth, that in which the Jewish 
Question is discussed, or rather alluded to, is not of them. Those who in 
English polities have been accustomed to go to Mr. Stead as to a fountain 
head of Liberalism, pure and undiluted, will certainly be disappointed. As 
an illustration of the manner in which Mr. Stead puts Mme Novikofl’s views 
on the Jews forward the following passage may be quoted

The man inthe street would deduce from this passage that Russian Jewr\ 
is divided. into two fairly equal parties, one of which supports the Govern- 
ment in its action and sees every excuse for its anti-Semitic attitude.

Stead knows, or ought to know, as well as Mme Novikoll, that from the 
point of view of numbers and of importance, compared with the Rabbinite 
Jews the Karaites are so few and insignificant as not to be worthy ofanyone s 
attention. It is true that the disabilities that weich so heavily on the 
great mass of the Jewish population of Russia oppress but little their haraite 
brethren, but it is so certain that the latter uphold the Government 
aithorities in their cruel and Oppressive actions.

Jewish Eschatology. 

One of the characteristics of Mr. Stead's writings is a continual strain- 
ing after the occult. Of the innumerable character-sketches that have come 
from him during the past two decades, it is doubtful whether there is one 
innocent of all reference to spiritualism or one of its kindred sciences or 
pseudo-sciences. It is net therefore surprising that he should have given 
undue prominence to Mme. Novikoff’s speculations on the subject of immor- 
tality, which were afterwards chrystalised into a pamphlet entitled 
“Christ or Moses? Which?” It was not, however, in an altogether 
philosophical mood that she discussed this subject, and the cynic might say 
that she chose it merely to belabour the Jew with the charge of gross 
materialism, for, judging from her statements, the position occupied by the 
Old Testament and Judaism in regard tothe New Testament and Christianity 
corresponds to that of Materialism in regard to spiritual religion. The 
chapter is rendered noteworthy by a long and interesting letter by Mr. 
W. k. Gladstone on the Idea of Immortality in the Bible. Judging from 
these two volumes, Mr. Gladstone seems to have been hand in glove with 
Mme. Novikofl in all her pro-Russian designs. A.M.H. 


Liberales Judenthum. 

The place of honour in the current number of this magazine is given to 
an article by Dr. kohler, of Cincinnati, on * Reform Judaism and German 
Judaism.’ Dr. Kohler prefers the term “ Reform” to * Liberal” in this econ- 
nection. In his opinion, the former term better expresses the idea of 
Judaism's eternal powers of rejuvenation. We do not agree with Dr. Kohler. 
In our view the term “ Reform " is a misnomer. Obviously, as Emil G. Hirsch 
has pointed out in the “Jewish Encyelopedia,” it is borrowed from the ter- 
minology of the Protestant Reformation; besides that it suggests a mere 
recasting of the external forms of the Jewish religion rather than a change 
of doctrine and religious standpoint. Dr, Kohler regards Abraham Geiger 
as the father of German Reform rather than Zunz. whose learned outlook 
upon Judaism always remained mediwval. Geiger was the pioneer, the 
standard-bearer. It was he who showed that Judaism meant development, 
and must take on a new form corresponding to the needs of modern times. 
Unfortunately the political reaction that set in after 18148 had the effect of 
arresting the Reform movement in Germany. Happily, however, the move- 
ment passed over into America, where, under the lead of Isaac M. Wise, it 
gained renewed strength. The free life of young America gave a further 
development to the impulse which Reform had received in Germany. and it 
was among the German element of American Jewry that Reform flourished. 
In recent times things have, however, greatly altered. The vast influx of 
Jews from Eastern Europe—a mass of people swaying between fanaticism 
and Nihilism—have completely altered the outlook for the future of American 
Judaism. German ideals are in danger of disappearing unless the old 
Reformers continue to take the lead, Dr. Kohler, therefore, hails with par- 
ticular welcome the new Liberal 
movement in Germany which,under g 


the leadership of Dr. Seligmann, of 
Frankfort, has lately come into 
existence. Among other articles 
of interest is one on the vexed 
question of the attitude of Judaism 
to cremation. The writer points 
out that neither in the Bible nor in 
the Talmud is there any direct pro- 
hibition of this practice. To this 
article there is appended an impor- 
tant pronouncement on the sub- 
ject by the late Professor Moritz 
Lazarus.

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WORKING GIRLS AT PLAY.

If the girls who took part in the demonstra 


must lead a strenuous existence. It is hoped, however, that their work has 
no more fatiguing effect than their play, and leaves them as bright and fresh 
as they ended the programme. For three hours on end the physical drill 
display went on, though, of course, not altogether with the same squads. 
The zest with which all the movements were carried out showed the intense 
interest which the girls take in that excellent recreation. There were 
nearly 100 of them assembled. Contingents came from various girls’ clubs 
and evening continuation schools, including the West Central Jewish Girls’ 
Club, Butler Street Jewish Girls’ Club, and, in the children’s section, the 
Junior West Central Jewish Girls’ Club. There was a large attendance of 
spectators. The Hon. Lily Montagu presided, and delivered an appropriate 
address. The various exercises and movements were extremely effective, 
particularly the tambourine dance of the children (who wore light cotton 
dresses and hoods of the same material), the flag march, the song march 
with lanterns), and the Highland dance. 


AN EFFECTIVE PLEADER.-—It is worthy of note that, instead of picked 
virls being selected for the display, entire classes took part. It may have 
accounted, as Miss Montagu remarked, for the joyousness which pervaded 
the lines of the performers. If machine-like precision was not so much in 
évidence as it is at some of these functions, the knowledge that the show 
represented a general level of excellence, instead of the perfection of a few 
show pupils, was much more satisfactory.

MINIATURE RIFLE SHOOTING.—No movement has made such remark- 
able progress within the last few vears as that for theinstruction in the use 
of the miniature rifle. The movement started four or five vears ago, and 
there are now clubs in the United Kingdom which, it is said, have a combined 
membership of 200,000, all federated to the Sociefy of Miniature Kifle Clubs. 
The movement bas at its head the most popular soldier of the day, he who 
has led the largest British army ever assembled for war, and it is supported 
by the War Office and all civilian authoritees on shooting, ineluding the 
important National Rifle Association. A public dinner was held last week 
at the Hotel Cecil, where Lords and Generals were seattered almostas thick as 
leaves in Vallombrosa. Now this really remarkable organisation, like other 
organisations, has some brain working it, someone who has the cleverness to 
utilise and co-ordinate all these forces to gain the object. There is no 
difficulty in finding out who it is, because the Secretary, who has built up the 
whole thing from the start, is recognised by the Council of the Society as the 
one to whom the credit is due. It is Mir. Hyam Marks, who is well-known in 
the community as Secretary of the Jews’ Free School and Consulting Secre- 
tary of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 


SOUND SERTIMENRT.—The Passover and Easter holidays, no doubt, 
account for the May issue of the Jewish Club Magazine being rather 
tamer than usual. The Berner and Christian Streets Old Boys’ Club announce 
that Mr. Wedgwood Benn, M.P., has been added to their list of Vice-Pre- 
sidents.

LADIES and Gentlemen waited on at thelr own Residence 


A meeting of exceptional interest took place’ early in the month at 
(;rosvenor House, lent for the oecasion hy the Duke and Duchess of West- 
minster. The object was to appeal for funds for the newly-established 
courses of a university standard in home science and economies at King’s 
College (Women’s Department). The speakers included the Duke of Argyll, 
who was accompanied by the Duchess; the Earl of Lytton, the Hon. Mrs. 
Alfred Lyttelton, the Bishop of Kensington, Mr. Mackinder, Director of the 
London School of Economics, and others. Those supporting the scheme 
include Lady Battersea, Mrs. N. L. Cohen (who was an interested member of 
the large and chiefly feminine audience), Mrs. Carl Meyer, Messrs. 
Rothschild and Mr. A. Wertheimer. Not everyone is aware of the important 
fact, that in the autumn of last vear these special courses for the higher 
education of women in home science and household economics were started 
in the Women’s Department of King’s College, University of London. Their 
main object is to provide a thoroughly scientific education in the principles 
underlying the whole organisation of home-life, the conduct of institutions 
and other appropriate spheres of civic and social work. The course com- 
prises applied chemistry, sanitary science and hygiene, economics, practical 
domestic arts, and one of the following optional subjects: bacteriology and 
microscopy, biology, physics, psychology and ethics. This drastic intro- 
duction naturally needs support at first, and Mr. Mackinder, in a reall) 
illuminating speech, pointed out that. although {S00 per annum was the sum 
mentioned as needful, it ought to be set down as £1,000 per annum, so that 
the scheme should not in any way be crippled. A fair proportion of this sum 
is received in fees and subscriptions, and there must be many cultured and 
far-seeing women who would gladly contribute, say, £1 Is. a year to further 
this pioneer work, Mr. Mackinder, speaking from an economic point of 
view, emphasised the fact that in bad chemistry and bad cooking, 
and a small amount of leakage and waste in every household 
millions of pounds were wasted yearly. Again, there was a great 
loss in capital expenditure in the matter: of house planning. For 
instance, where kitchens and oflices were badly planned, there was often 
waste of light and heat and air; again, through lack of fundamental knowledge 
in laying out dwellings, etc., had arisen the slums of a great city which were 
costly if by reason only of the loss of health and strength entailed on 
workers who slept and dwelt in crowded, insanitary, badly lighted and 
ventilated rooms. These classes would really be doing imperial work, as in 
time those who had been through them (or those students who had in turn 
been trained by pupils of King’s College) would find their way to the Colonies, 
or would be going up and down the country, spreading their gospel as 
teachers. Ladies who went through the course, and did not need to teach, 
could give great help in raising the character of the village community 
where their home might be, and in knowing, from a practical standpoint, any 
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defects in the tenants’ homes. Mrs, Alfred Lyttelton, arguing from another 
point of view, remarked with painful truth that the average woman is 
ignorant of all the principles of housekeeping, and said that it was a great 
nuisance to feel a fool before the cook, and putty in the hands of the 
plumber. The Bishop of Kensington struck the right note when he com- 
plained of the lack of home-life at both ends of the scéte-amongst the poor 
because of the necessity of going out to work, and amongst the rich because 
they only regarded the home as a dormitory and restaurant, and not even a 
restaurant, since they took most of their meals out. 

The importance of women training in domestic science was recently 
touched on in this column, but it is worth while to mention again, what was 
‘said here before, that the demand for fully qualified teachers in home science 
and economics is still considerably in advance of the supply, and whilst 
training in domestic science opens up a well-paid field of woman's work, 
there is absolutely no other study which proves so advantageous to the 
woman who falfils her natural destiny, marries and undertakes the honour- 
able profession of housekeeper, for which some special preparation is most 
surely necessary. For a wife and mother to have taken such a course as is 
offered at King’s College is to make her a veritable mistress of the situation, 
able to make her money and her household service stretch to a surprising 
extent, and able to preserve the health and comfort of the family. Whilst 
the comprehensive course which is now under discussion is only available to 
a comparatively limited number those who have profited by it will soon be 
engaged in the work of propaganda so that the idfluence will be far-reaching, 
and no girl contemplating matrimony should consider herself fairly equipped 
for her new life without having had some of the training which she would 
acquire as a matter of course if she were about to become a typist and short- 
hand clerk, a dressmaker or a nurse ! 

Several coreligionists were to be seen at the afternoon reception given 
by the Lady Mayoress at the Mansion House the first week in May. There were 
big posters up in the Mansion House, preliminary notices of the then forth- 
coming concert and ball which Lady Truscott was organising on behalf of the 
National Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. The Lady 
Mayoress looked very nice in a grey satin gown, trimmed with black net 
over old rose, and was helped by her two pretty young daughters in creamy 
white princess frocks. The Mansion House was tastefully decorated with 
spring flowers, mauve iris being used at the refreshment tables in the 
Egyptian Hall, where the magnificent gold plate made the usual brilliant 
display. 

The Lord-Lieutenant of Buckinghamshire and Lady Rothschild are the 
vice-patrons of the North Backs Lace Association, to which is affiliated the 
Bedfordshire Lace Association.

sik,—The admirableSanitary Department of the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
which is leading the way in the fight against consumption in London, lags in 
one branch of its work behind up-to-date scientific standards. If 1 draw 
attention to this fact it is not in any way to disparage the splendid work 
that is being done, but because I am anxious to see this department of the 
joard prove itself in a very important respect a pioneer among London's 
health societies. 

The Board has adopted the practice of supplying milk to the tuberculous 
cases Which come under its notice. The supply is not made direct, but orders 
are given on certain dairies from which the milk is obtained. 1 do not 
know exactly which are the dairies that are employed by the Board, but I 
do know that no strict precautions are taken to ensure that the milk supplied 
shall be free from the very germs which the Board is fighting. Public 
analysts know how frequently tubercle bacilli are met with in milk. 
Instances are given in the current issue of the British Health Review, which 
tells us, for example, that out of 50 samples of milk examined some time ago 
in St. Pancras 6S per cent. were unhealthy and 16 per cent. contained 
tubercle bacilli. 

(he extraordinary results achieved by Mr. Nathan Straus and by Baron 
Ur. Henri de Rothschild, of Paris, show that the matter has passed the 
experimental stage. In Copenhagen, the supply of absolutely pure milk, 
commenced as a philanthropic enterprise, has grown into a protitable com- 
mercial undertaking. | am convinced that if the Board of Guardians were 
Ww set an example by creating a demand for scientifically pure milk, the 
supply would speedily be forthcoming. The matter is certainly one calling 

| for.the attention of the heads of the Sanitary Department who might consult 
medical advice, and communicate with Dr: de Rothschild.

THE WAGES BOARDS BILL AND 
JEWISH WORKMEN. 

>. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirk,—I read with profound interest the letter, under the above heading, 
in your last issue, from the pen of Mr. Lewis Lyons. 

The establishment of Wages Boards in this country is a thing long over- 
due. Such excellent public institutions, as Wages Boards will undoubtedly 
prove to be when once they have been established, should have played a 
prominent part in the administration of this country long ago. 

Mr. Lyons complains, and rightly so, of the lack of enterprise on the 
part of the Jew in the matter of Trades Unions. Jews have never played a 
prominent part in the history of Trade Unionism. Why such should be the 
case, one cannot well make out. Is the Jew forbidden by his religion to 
take any interest in Trade Unionism? Perhaps the Jewish religion forbids 
him becoming a Trade Unionist. One would like to know, because the Jew 
persistently maintains an antagonistic attitude towards Trade Unionists in 
general and Trade Unionism in particular. 

Why do Jews keep aloof from joining Trade Unions? | do not wish to 
infer that there are no Jewish Trade Unionists, but there are not as many 
Jewish Trade Unionists as there ought to be. Jewish labourers will not 
organise forlabour purposes. Would it not be to the benefit of the Jewish 
working man to belong to the Union which looks after the interests of those 
who are employed in the same industry as himself? It is a matter for 
surprise that the Jew does not take more advantage of the opportunities 
that have been presented to him in that direction. 

Mr. Lyons says: “The Jews have proved themselves clever in all 
spheres of life, then why not show their cleverness in the building up of a 
strong TradeUnion’’ Is Mr. Lyons in earnest when he says he desires the forma- 
tion of aJewish Trade Union? If so, his sincerity is to be deplored. The estab- 
lishment of a Jewish Trade Union, as suggested by Mr. Lyons, would be an 
utter impossibility. Industry is universal not sectional. Again, all Israel's 
working men and women are not employed in the same industry, and a 
conglomeration of industrial units, employed in various trades, all members 
of the same Trade Union, would, in the event of a strike breaking out, be 
unable to render those working men and working women on strike any real 
benefit, and would be a fit subject for the grossest ridicule. Jews work in 
various trades, and they should belong to the Unions of those industries in 
which they are engaged. 

Mr. Lyons desires to know what part are the leading members of the 
Jewish community going to take in the formation of a Jewish Trade Union. 
| feel confident that the leaders of the Jewish community will take no part 
in the movement that has been suggested by Mr. Lewis Lyons. Can Mr. 
Lyons point out any Trade Union that is run on sectional lines ? A Trade 
Union must be secular not sectional. I should be sorry to see the Jews be 
the first innovators of a sectional trade union. ‘“ Why do the Christian 
philanthropists and middle classes, and ministers of religion take a deep 
interest in the Knglish labour movement,” asks Mr. Lyons. There are very 
few Christian philanthropists who take an interest in the labour movement. 
Mr. Lyons is quite wrong in saving that the middle classes are the champions 
of labour. It is quite the contrary. The strongest opponents of the labour 
movement are the middle classes. One can easily find a reason for Christian 
ministers taking a deep interest in the labour movement. They are there to 
search for lost souls. Aod. none are more finished in their work than 
they are. The majority of those who belong to the labour movement are 
secularists. Hence the presence of Christian clergymen. if the Jewish 
people had joined the labour movement in greater numbers we should have 
had the presence of Jewish clergymen there long ago. Where the people go 
the clergy are sure to follow. | 

I sincerely hope that a Trade Union run on sectional lines will not be 
established. If a Jewish Trade Union is established it will be a pure waste 
of human energy and a disgrace to Jewry. If Jews desire the establishment 
of Wages Boards let them do so through the agency of the Trades Unions to 
which they belong. The establishment of Jewish Trades Unions would 
accentuate, not diminish, Jewish animosity.

The Rupert Street crime, 
expiated barely forty-eight hours. ago on the gallows, revealed a depth of 
depravity inconceivable a generation ago, and the present existence of which 
is unfortunately undeniable. * What are your people doing to counteract the 
White Slave Tratlic, which counts so many Jewesses among its victims 2" 
asked the Bishop of London some eighteen months ago. The reply was: 
‘We have our Association for the Protection of Women and Girls. Whether 
more extended vigilance work on the lines adopted in some provincial towns 
would be practicable in the metropolis | cannot tell. But certainly, if you 
wish to honour Mr. Singer's memory you must not only maintain our 
prominent institutions, but you should also recognise the claims of the 
Association which responds to the prophet’s call: ‘I will seek those that 
are lost; and those that have gone astray will I bring back again.’ By helping 
this traly religious, unhappily necessary and indispensable communal work, 
you will contribute your share towards a worthy perpetuation of the memory 
of one who spent himself in the service of the community, humanity and 
religion.”
